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Churches, hotels 
in Sri Lanka are 
targets on Easter

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka — 
The death toll has risen to 290 
people, police said Monday 
morning, with more that 500 
wounded in nine bombings 
that rocked churches, luxury 
hotels and other sites in Sri 
Lanka on Easter Sunday — the 
deadliest violence the South 
Asian island country has seen 
since a bloody civil war ended 
a decade ago. 

Defense Minister Ruwan Wi- 
jewardena described the blasts 
as a terrorist attack by religious 
extremists, and police said 13 
suspects were arrested, though 
there was no immediate claim 
of responsibility. Wijewardena 
said most of the bombings 
were believed to have been sui¬ 
cide attacks. 

The explosions — most of 
them in or around Colombo, 
the capital — collapsed ceilings 
and blew out windows, killing 
worshippers and hotel guests 
in one scene after another of 
smoke, soot, blood, broken 
glass, screams and wailing 
alarms. Victims were carried 
out of blood-spattered pews. 

“People were being dragged 
out,” said Bhanuka Harischan- 
dra, of Colombo, 24, founder of a 
tech marketing company who 
was going to the city’s Shangri- 
La Hotel for a meeting when it 
was bombed. “People didn’t 
know what was going on. It was 
panic mode.” 

He added: “There was blood 
everywhere.” 

Most of those killed were Sri 
Lankans. But the three bombed 
hotels and one of the churches, 
St. Anthony’s Shrine, are fre¬ 
quented by foreign tourists, 
and Sri Lanka’s Foreign Min¬ 
istry said the bodies of at least 
27 foreigners from a variety of 
countries were recovered. 

The U.S. said “several” Amer¬ 
icans were among the dead, 
while Britain, China and Portu¬ 
gal said they, too, lost citizens. 

The Sri Lankan government 
imposed a nationwide curfew 
from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. and blocked

Facebook and other social 
media, saying it needed to curtail 
spread of false information and 
ease tension in the country of 
about 21 million people. 

Prime Minister Ranil Wick- 
remesinghe said he feared the 
massacre could trigger instabil¬ 
ity in Sri Lanka, and he vowed to 
“vest all necessary powers with 
the defense forces” to take ac¬ 
tion against those responsible. 

The Archbishop of Colombo, 
Cardinal Malcolm Ranjith, 
called on Sri Lanka’s govern¬ 
ment to “mercilessly” punish 
those responsible “because only 
animals can behave like that.” 

President Donald Trump re¬ 
sponded to the attacks on Twit¬ 
ter: “The United States offers 
heartfelt condolences to the 
great people of Sri Lanka. We 
stand ready to help!” 


Police spokesman Ruwan Gu- 
nasekara said police found a 
safe house and a van used by 
the attackers. 

The scale of the bloodshed 
recalled the worst days of Sri 
Lanka’s 26-year civil war, in 
which the Tamil Tigers, a rebel 
group from the ethnic Tamil mi¬ 
nority, sought independence 
from the Buddhist-majority 
country. The Tamils are Hindu, 
Muslim and Christian. 

Sri Lanka, situated off the 
southern tip of India, is about 
70 percent Buddhist. While 
there have been scattered inci¬ 
dents of anti-Christian harass¬ 
ment in recent years, there has 
been nothing on the scale of 
what happened Sunday. 

There is also no history of vi¬ 
olent Muslim militants in Sri 
Lanka. However, tensions have 


been running high more re¬ 
cently between hard-line Bud¬ 
dhist monks and Muslims. 

Two Muslim groups in Sri 
Lanka condemned the church 
attacks, as did countries around 
the world, and Pope Francis ex¬ 
pressed condolences at the end 
of his traditional Easter Sunday 
blessing in Rome. 

“I want to express my loving 
closeness to the Christian com¬ 
munity, targeted while they 
were gathered in prayer, and all 
the victims of such cruel vio¬ 
lence,” Francis said. 

Six nearly simultaneous 
blasts took place in the morn¬ 
ing at the shrine and the Cinna¬ 
mon Grand, Shangri-La and 
Kingsbury hotels in Colombo, 
as well as at two churches out¬ 
side Colombo, according to a 
Sri Lankan military spokesman.

After a lull of a few hours, 
two more blasts occurred just 
outside Colombo, one of them 
at a guesthouse, where two peo¬ 
ple were killed, the other near 
an overpass, Atapattu said. 

Also, three police officers 
were killed during a search at a 
suspected safe house on the out¬ 
skirts of Colombo when its oc¬ 
cupants apparently detonated 
explosives to prevent arrest, au¬ 
thorities said. 

The Shangri-La’s second- 
floor restaurant was gutted, 
with the ceiling and windows 
blown out. Loose wires hung 
down and tables were over¬ 
turned in the blackened space. 
From outside the police cor¬ 
don, three bodies could be seen 
covered in white sheets.

took to their cellphones to text 
family and loved ones that they 
were OK. Visitors from around 
the world come to Sri Lanka to 
see elephants, tea plantations, 
ancient Buddhist monuments 
and other sights. 

“I had a sense that the country 
was turning the corner, and in 
particular those in the tourism in¬ 
dustry were hopeful for the fu¬ 
ture,” said tourist Peter Kelson, a 
technology manager from Syd¬ 
ney. “Apart from the tragedy of 
the immediate victims of the 
bombings, I worry that these ter¬ 
rible events will set the country 
back significantly.” 

Locals who work in Sri 
Lanka’s vital tourism industry 
were shocked and upset by the 
bloodshed. 

“After so many years, we’ve 
started again,” said Gamini 


Francis, 56, a longtime hotel 
worker. “A lot of people are 
going to lose their jobs. 100 per¬ 
cent sure. It’s tragic. Crazy peo¬ 
ple killing innocent people.” 

Sri Lankan forces defeated 
the Tamil Tiger rebels in 2009, 
ending a civil war that took 
over 100,000 lives, with both 
sides accused of grave human 
rights violations. 

Harischandra, who wit¬ 
nessed the attack at the 
Shangri-La Hotel, said there 
was “a lot of tension” after the 
bombings, but added: “We’ve 
been through these kinds of sit¬ 
uations before.” 

He said Sri Lankans are “an 
amazing bunch” and noted that 
his social media feed was 
flooded with photos of people 
standing in long lines to give 
blood. 


For Sri Lankans on LI, 
killings hit close to home

Members of Long Island’s Sri 
Lankan community expressed 
shock and sadness at the 
Easter Sunday bombings of 
churches and hotels in the 
South Asian country that 
killed 290 people and injured 
hundreds more. 

“It is so sad. We did not ex¬ 
pect something like that,” said 
Bhante Kottawe Nanda, resi¬ 
dent monk at the Long Island 
Buddhist Meditation Center in 
Riverhead, who himself is Sri 
Lankan. “We don’t understand 
what happened to this world. 
This should not happen.” 

Police in Sri Lanka have ar¬ 
rested 13 people in connection 
with the bombings. The Associ¬ 
ated Press reported. 

The Rev. Prasanna W. Costa 
of the Church of Saint Joseph in 
Garden City said he asked 
parishioners in a service on 
Sunday“to pray for the victims, 
those who died and their fami¬ 
lies and also those in the hospi¬ 
tals.” 

For Costa, who is Sri Lankan, 
the attacks hit close to home. 

“My whole family is in that 
area, not too far away from 
these churches that the attacks 
took place,” he said. “My family 
is OK, but I have relatives ... I 
don’t know, I don’t know much 
about it because I cannot con¬ 
tact them any more. I contacted 
them this morning. Social 
media is blocked.” 

“It’s a very mean act,” he said 
of the bombings. “What do 
they gain by killing innocent 
people?” 

Don Jayamaha, of the Bud¬ 
dhist Meditation Center, esti¬ 
mated there are around 500 Sri 
Lankans on Long Island, many 
in Port Jefferson. Thousands 
more live on Staten Island, he 
said. 

Local law enforcement agen¬ 
cies stepped up patrols in re¬ 
sponse to the bombings as 
Christians in New York at¬ 
tended Easter services Sunday 
morning. 

Nassau Police Commissioner 
Patrick Ryder and County Exec¬ 
utive Laura Curran said in a 
joint statement that there was 
no known imminent threat to 
the county, but police increased

patrols around religious institu¬ 
tions “in an abundance of cau¬ 
tion.” 

Suffolk police also said there 
were no specific threats there, 
but they increased patrols and 
were monitoring intelligence. 

The Rev. John Melepuram of 
St. Mary’s Syro-Malabar 
Catholic Church in Old Beth- 
page called the reports of the 
bombings “very sad to hear.” 

The church serves a commu¬ 
nity from Kerala state in south¬ 
ern India. 

“Our hearts are with them 
and our prayers, too,” he said. 

Gov. Andrew M. Cuomo di¬ 
rected State Police to increase 
patrols at houses of worship. 

“We will not be intimidated 
by cowardly acts of violence 
and will continue to do every¬ 
thing in our power to ensure 
the safety of all New Yorkers,” 
Cuomo said in a statement. 


“The deadly attacks on 
churches on Easter Sunday are 
as horrific as they are heart¬ 
breaking.” 

New York Mayor Bill de Bla- 
sio expressed solidarity with 
the local Sri Lankan commu¬ 
nity. 

“Peaceful worshippers mur¬ 
dered on Easter Sunday,” de Bla- 
sio wrote in a tweet. “It’s un¬ 
thinkable.” 

NYPD spokesman Sgt. Bren¬ 
dan Ryan said in a statement 
that there were at the time “no 
specific credible threats to 
New York City. We will moni¬ 
tor and deploy our personnel 
as needed.” 

In their prayer requests dur¬ 
ing Sunday service, worship¬ 
pers at the United Methodist 
Church of Bay Shore called on 
one another to keep the victims 
of the bombings in their 
thoughts. 

“Please remember these re¬ 
quests as you pray during the 
week,” lay reader Lois Fallon 
said. 

Nanda, of the Long Island 
Buddhist Meditation Center, 
said the center will hold a spe¬ 
cial meditation Tuesday at 7 
p.m. in memory of those killed. 
. The event is open to the pub¬ 
lic. The center is located at 
5268 Sound Ave. in Riverhead.

John Murphy opened his pub 
off Patchogue’s Main Street last 
year targeting certain things for 
his clientele: a warm atmos¬ 
phere, cold beer and a low im¬ 
pact on the environment. 

The dishes are sterilized with 
high-temperature heat rather 
using detergents and soap prod¬ 
ucts made with toxins. 

All takeout containers are 
made from biodegradable sugar 
cane and, as of this month, the 
straws come from hay. 

“We recycle bottles, paper 
and plastics,” said Murphy, 
owner of James Joyce Irish Pub 
& Eatery. “Everything here is 
low energy and high effi¬ 
ciency.” 

Patchogue Village is at the 
forefront of a green movement. 
It comes at the tail end of at 
least a decade of revitalization, 
leading to projects such as the 
$100 million New Village com¬ 
plex with hundreds of apart¬ 
ments and $I million in renova¬ 
tions to its theater. 

Those and other successful 
steps brought an estimated 
$693 million in economic 
growth and drew a wave young 
residents. 

Some officials say that demo¬ 
graphic — environmentally con¬ 
scious millennials — has helped 
set the stage for a village bring¬ 
ing sustainable practices to gov¬ 
ernment and business. 

“Patchogue is very important 
to us and the environment is im¬ 
portant to us. It’s at the heart of 
our founders and a lot of our 
employees’ ideas,” said Dan 
Jansen, director of brewing op¬ 
erations at Blue Point Brewing 
Company, which this week 
opened a new facility at the for¬ 
mer Briarcliffe College campus. 
“Being environmentally con¬ 
scious is always at the forefront 
of our thinking.” 

Adrienne Esposito, executive 
director of Citizens Campaign 
for the Environment, said busi¬ 
nesses such as Murphy’s and 
other promising ecological ini¬ 


tiatives are what make 
Patchogue the leading environ¬ 
mentally friendly village on 
Long Island. 

“Patchogue is clearly doing 
more and pushing the enve¬ 
lope,” Esposito said. 

Longtime leader 

Patchogue has long been a 
leader in the Long Island envi¬ 
ronmental space. It was among 
the first Long Island municipali¬ 
ties to ban single-use plastic 
bags and the first to get rid of 
Styrofoam. 

Village officials hope a first- 
of-its-kind organization on 
Long Island and possibly New 
York State called Protecting the 
Environment in Patchogue 
(PEP) Committee will spark a 


regional trend. The committee 
is dedicated to reducing plastic 
pollution, improving water 
quality and promoting recy¬ 
cling. 

One of its most recent initia¬ 
tives was a green business certi¬ 
fication program. Several 
Patchogue business owners say 
ensuring their companies have 
a positive environmental im¬ 
pact is as vital as growing their 
business. 

The brewery was one of six 
village businesses awarded the 
inaugural green business 
awards from PEP last month 
for its green initiatives. 

Officials want to build off 
that momentum and encourage 
more businesses on Long Is¬ 
land to switch their practices to 


become more environmentally 
sustainable. 

“Hopefully, it will trigger a 
change in mindsets for not only 
businesses but for residents as 
well,” Patchogue Village trustee 
Joseph Keyes said. “The ultimate 
goal is to make more businesses 
environmentally friendly. We 
want them to think ecologically 
and protect the environment.” 

Hailing ^od practices 

The nine-member commit¬ 
tee, consisting of many Long Is¬ 
land environmental leaders, 
chose from among a dozen busi¬ 
nesses based on sustainability, 
recycling programs, energy effi¬ 
ciency measures, employee 
training, and efforts to reduce 
single-use plastics, packaging 
and waste reduction. 

“It was a very thoughtful 
process,” said Esposito, who 
was on the committee. “We 
found a lot of great, innovative 
technology and methods that 
are really reducing plastics and 
reducing pollution.” 

The approaches to green 
business ranged from making 


buildings more energy efficient 
to new ways to clean tableware 
without using toxins. 

“If we want to be in any town 
anywhere, you’re going to have 
to start making these small 
changes that will make big 
changes for everyone,” said 
Charles Gomes, general man¬ 
ager at Arooga’s Grille House 
& Sports Bar on Main Street. 
“One of our staples is being a 
green certified restaurant. We 
want to do different things that 
other restaurants and bars 
don’t do.” 

At his restaurant, the cups 
are made of edible, plant-based 
materials and the fryer oil used 
to cook hamburgers and fries is 
recycled. 

“Instead of just dumping it, 
it’s used for something else,” 
Gomes said. “What’s going to 
prolong us and our kids and 
their kids and Patchogue and 
Long Island is keeping it envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly.” 

Then there are those like 
Maud Franklin, general man¬ 
ager at the BrickHouse Brew¬ 
ery, who said Patchogue’s popu-

larity can be the lightning rod 
that motivates other Long Is¬ 
land towns and villages to take 
the same approach. 

“The village has such a 
heightened profile now that if 
we initiate things here with the 
amount of volume and people 
maybe it will just catch on,” 
Franklin said. 

The brewery has a heat ex¬ 
changer that recycles the hun¬ 
dreds of gallons of boiling 
water used in the brewing 
process for cleanup purposes. 

Marc Siegel, owner of Blum’s 
Swimwear & Intimate Apparel, 
only gives out recycled paper 
bags at his store, and he pro¬ 
vided environmental business 
training to about 30 employees. 


He said he turned to green 
business practices because he 
was fed up with seeing litter 
along village streets and waste 
in the Patchogue Bay. “I wanted 
to make the environment bet¬ 
ter,” Siegel said. “It’s just to 
help out.” 

Before moving to its new lo¬ 
cation, Blue Point Brewing had 
operated from a building on 
River Avenue in Patchogue 
since 1989. Jansen said his brew¬ 
ery being entrenched in the 
community made the business 
feel obligated to make change. 

“We want to lead by example 
and show other breweries and 
other employers how and what 
you can do to make a difference 
for the environment,” said 


Jansen, adding that the brewery 
sends spent grains to New Jersey 
where it’s used for cattle feed. 

Comes with costs 

Supporting the environment 
can come at a cost and may keep 
some businesses from fully com¬ 
mitting to going green. 

“The reason people don’t do 
it is because it’s expensive,” 
Gomes said. 

For example, paper straws 
cost about 2.5 cents each, com¬ 
pared with a half-cent for a plas¬ 
tic straw, distributors told 
Newsday in August. 

Gomes said Arooga’s also 
pays half-cent per plastic straw, 
but paper straws could be pur¬ 
chased for as low as 1.5 cents if 
village restaurants joined to¬ 
gether and bought in bulk. 

“Paper straws cost seven 
times what it costs for plastic 
straws,” he said. 

The environmental enthusi¬ 
asm in Patchogue can be traced 
to the revitalization of the area 
that began about a decade ago. 

Restaurants and nightlife 
have turned the village into a 
hub for young adults while at¬ 
tracting new residents and visi¬ 
tors from around the region. 

“The revitalization of Main 
Street, obviously, is what 
started drawing people’s atten¬ 
tion to what we do here,” Keyes 
said. “Whatever we do environ¬ 
mentally, because we do get a 


lot of attention, more people 
see it and look for it and are 
positively influenced.” 

Keyes, who said he hasn’t al¬ 
ways been an environmentalist, 
has been the driving force be¬ 
hind Patchogue’s environmen¬ 
tal push. 

It was his idea to follow East 
Hampton and Southampton in 
banning single-use plastic bags 
in 2016. 

Then last year, he sponsored 
the village resolution that made 
Patchogue the first Long Island 
municipality to ban Styrofoam 
containers. 

“We were the first small mu¬ 
nicipality to take the step. We 
could have easily sat back and 
waited for the county or 
Brookhaven Town to do it, but 
we didn’t,” Keyes said. “We 
took bolder steps.” 

He added, “There’s a lot 
more interest and cooperation 
environmentally. People are be¬ 
coming more cognizant of what 
they do with their trash and re- 
cyclables.” 

Dozens of cities nationwide 
have adopted such plastic bag 
bans or fees, and Dunkin’ plans 
to do away with polystyrene 
foam cups entirely by 2020. 

“If I had a cup of coffee 
today, it will be multiple genera¬ 
tions before it breaks down and 
disappears,” Patchogue Mayor 
Paul Pontieri said. “It’s not 
biodegradable.” 

A lifelong village resident, 
Pontieri said plastics were dete¬ 
riorating the waterways for 
years before the village took ac¬ 
tion. 

“Styrofoam and plastic bags 
being found in the waterways 
was the first clue to do some¬ 
thing. It became obvious,” the 
mayor said. 

Pontieri credited a “progres¬ 
sive” board for passing the vil¬ 
lage’s environmental measures. 
Esposito also stressed the vil¬ 
lage demographics. 

“Patchogue is attracting 
more and more millennials. So, 
it makes sense that they want 
good environmental policies. 
That’s why millennials support 
it,” Esposito said. “Patchogue 
has been a leader on Long Is¬ 
land and in the state on for¬ 
ward thinking and environmen¬ 
tal policy.” 

Village officials say several 
more environmental initiatives 


are coming down the pipeline. 

Patchogue is in the early 
stages of inspecting the 
Patchogue River and 
Patchogue Bay to determine 
what type of debris and sedi¬ 
ment are in the water. 

Officials say the moves serve 
two purposes: to find out how 
polluted the waters are and to 
present the findings to school- 
children to teach them about 
the environment. 

PEP has been working with 
Brookhaven Town on purchas¬ 
ing four aerators to help oxy¬ 
genate the Patchogue Lake, 
which has deteriorated with 
algae over the years. The town 
and Patchogue share owner¬ 
ship of the lake and the aera¬ 
tors are $8,000 each. 

Village officials are also con¬ 
sidering installing electric-vehi¬ 
cle chargers and has put recy¬ 
cling bins in village parks. 

Alternative energy eyed 

Brookhaven Town in August 
announced the installation of 
two electric-vehicle charging 
stations at Heritage Park in 
Mount Sinai as part of a plan to 
encourage the use of alterna¬ 
tive energy sources. 

Suffolk County lawmakers 
this month passed bills restrict¬ 
ing the use of straws and ban¬ 
ning polystyrene containers. 
About 45 restaurants in Suffolk 
and seven in Nassau stopped 
providing plastic straws to cus¬ 
tomers last summer as part of 
an environmental drive backed 
by Suffolk Legis. Kara Hahn (D- 
Setauket). 

Some county leaders say 
Patchogue is setting the course 
for everyone. 

Suffolk Legis. William 
Spencer (D-Centerport) said 
he looked at Patchogue’s ban 
on single-use plastic bag ban, 
along with other municipalities 
on the East End, before sponsor¬ 
ing his legislation to charge a 
5-cent fee for plastic and paper 
bags. 

There are LI billion fewer 
plastic bags in Suffolk since the 
law went into effect in January 
2018, he said. 

“Patchogue is a great exam¬ 
ple of what downtowns should 
do to decrease plastic and help 
stop surface-water contamina¬ 
tion,” Spencer said. “I always 
look to Patchogue as a partner.”

Suffolk’s crime fighter 


As commissioner 
oversaw drop in 
crime, Gilgo probe

Former Suffolk Police Com¬ 
missioner Richard Dormer, who 
led the department during the tu¬ 
multuous Gilgo Beach killings in¬ 
vestigation and also oversaw a 
boost in anti-gang policing and 
decreases in crime, died Sunday, 
his family and officials said. 

Dormer, 79, died at his home 
in Northport surrounded by 
family after a three-year battle 
with cancer, his son Michael 
Dormer said. 

Dormer’s tenure was filled 
with initiatives that helped lead 
to a 20-percent decline in 
crime, officials said. The depart¬ 
ment received state accredita¬ 
tion for the first time, launched 
a Homeland Security and Anti- 
Terrorism bureau and reorga¬ 
nized anti-gang police officers 
from precincts into a central¬ 


ized unit. More civilian employ¬ 
ees were hired to take on office 
work, and officials reined in ex¬ 
cessive time out for injuries, of¬ 
ficials said. 

“Commissioner Dormer dedi¬ 
cated his life to public service, 
and he should be remembered 
for his commitment to public 
safety,” Suffolk Police Commis¬ 
sioner Geraldine Hart said in a 
statement. 

Dormer’s time as commis¬ 
sioner was also marked by 
clashes with legislators over 
staffing and officer deploy¬ 
ment. He also disagreed with 
the district attorney at the time, 
Thomas Spota, over the investi¬ 
gation into the deaths of 10 peo¬ 
ple whose bodies were dumped 
near Gilgo Beach and other 
places along Ocean Parkway. 

Dormer advanced the theory 
that one person likely killed the 
10 victims. Authorities had said 
as many as three killers could 
have been responsible, all using 
the brush along the parkway as a 
dumping ground. Spota, dis¬ 
agreed with Dormer’s theory, ex¬ 
posing a heated disagreement be¬ 
tween the county’s two top law 
enforcement officers. 

The killings remain unsolved.

Dormer retired after County 
Executive Steve Bellone was 
elected. 

He was born in Ireland in 1940. 
At age 18, he moved to the 
United States, said Roger Shan¬ 
non, former police deputy com¬ 
missioner. He became a police of¬ 
ficer in 1963. He went on to be¬ 
come chief of patrol and chief of 
headquarters division. 


He retired in 1993 as a three- 
star chief and ran security at an 
amusement center in Lake 
Grove. Dormer went back to the 
department in 2004 after he was 
asked by the county executive at 
the time, Steve Levy, to serve as 
commissioner. 

“Suffolk was blessed to have 
been served by such an outstand¬ 
ing leader and wonderful human 
being,” said Levy. 

Dormer was known to fight 
for police officers’ promotions, 
doing “hand-to-hand combat” 
with Levy to get funding ap¬ 
proved, Shannon said. 

“He always tried to do what he 
thought was right for both the po¬ 
lice department and the taxpay¬ 
ers,” Suffolk Legis.

Along with 
Michael Dormer, he is survived 
by his wife, Barbara, daughters 
Kathleen Brady and Bridget 
Dormer, sons John Dormer and 
Richard Dormer as well as eight 
grandchildren. 


Giuliani: Getting Russian input OK

Rudy Giuliani, President Don¬ 
ald Trump’s personal attorney, 
said Sunday there is “nothing 
wrong” with a presidential cam¬ 
paign obtaining information 
from Russians, though he said he 
probably would have advised 
against it. 

“There’s nothing wrong with 
taking information from Rus¬ 
sians. It depends on where it 
came from,” Giuliani said on 
CNN’s “State of The Union” Sun¬ 
day. However, he added, “1 proba¬ 
bly wouldn’t. 1 wasn’t asked. 1 
would [have] advised, just out of 
excess of caution, don’t do it.” 

Asked on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press” if it was acceptable for po¬ 
litical campaigns to use materi¬ 
als stolen by foreign adversaries, 
Giuliani responded, “It depends 
on the stolen material.” 

The remarks on CNN came 
after host Jake Tapper refer¬ 


enced criticism Friday from Sen. 
Mitt Romney (R-Utah), who in a 
statement rebuked Trump: “I am 
sickened at the extent and perva¬ 
siveness of dishonesty and misdi¬ 
rection by individuals in the high¬ 
est office of the land, including 
the President. I am also appalled 
that, among other things, fellow 
citizens working in a campaign 
for president welcomed help 
from Russia.” 

A 448-page report from spe¬ 
cial counsel Robert Mueller, re¬ 
leased Thursday, detailed re¬ 
peated efforts to impede the 
U.S. Justice Department’s 
probe into interference by Rus¬ 
sians in the 2016 election. How¬ 
ever, Mueller wrote, those ac¬ 
tions prevented investigators 
“from conclusively determin¬ 
ing that no criminal conduct oc¬ 
curred.” The report also noted 
that while there were many in¬ 
teractions between the Trump 
campaign and Russia, Mueller’s 
team could not establish crimi¬ 


nal coordination or conspiracy. 

Giuliani also said on CNN’s 
“State of The Union” that a pre¬ 
pared rebuttal to Mueller’s find¬ 
ings is likely to emerge. 
“There’ll be a point which we 
put it out,” Giuliani said. 

House Judiciary chairman 
Jerrold Nadler said Sunday that 
some of Trump’s conduct as 
outlined in the Mueller report 
was impeachable, “if proven.” 

Rep. Nadler (D-Manhattan), 
who chairs the powerful investi¬ 
gatory committee, told NBC’s 
Chuck Todd on “Meet the Press” 
that “obstruction of justice, if 
proven, would be impeachable.” 

“There is plenty of evidence 
of obstruction,” Nadler said on 
“Meet The Press.” 

After Todd asked about the 
prospect of impeachment hear¬ 
ings, Nadler replied, “We may 
get to that, we may not... It is our 
job to go through all the evi¬ 
dence, all the information we 
can get, and to go where the evi¬ 


dence leads us.” 

Asked if he thought the mat¬ 
ter was “impeachable,” Nadler 
replied: “Yeah, I do. I do think 
this, if proven, if proven, which 
hasn’t been proven yet some of 
this — if proven, some of this 
would be impeachable, yes. Ob¬ 
struction of justice, if proven, 
would be impeachable.” 

Also Sunday, Trump lashed 
out at Democrats, arguing on 
Twitter that Democrats would 
take a hit politically after nearly 
two years of investigations. 

Trump tweeted: “Despite No 
Collusion, No Obstruction, The 
Radical Left Democrats do not 
want to go on to Legislate for 
the good of the people, but only 
to Investigate and waste time. 
This is costing our Country 
greatly, and will cost the Dems 
big time in 2020!” 

Giuliani also said on Fox 
News Sunday it would not have 
been obstruction of justice if 
Trump had fired Mueller.

Survey: Access 
to doctors in 
Suffolk lacking

When Henry Molina 
searched for a doctor or dentist 
to treat a 15-year-old daughter 
suffering from severe tooth 
pain several weeks ago, the 
Huntington man kept getting 
the same response. 

“They’d say they don’t accept 
my insurance,” he said. 

Molina, 45, is not alone. Suf¬ 
folk County residents said not 
knowing how to find doctors 
and lack of availability of doc¬ 
tors were the two biggest barri¬ 
ers their communities face in 
obtaining health care. 

The findings are part of a re¬ 
cently released survey of nearly 
2,500 Long Islanders that is 
used by health departments in 
Suffolk and Nassau counties, 
and by hospitals, to help guide 
health care priorities. 

The survey found that Long 
Islanders view drugs, alcohol 
abuse and cancer as the top 
health concerns in their com¬ 
munities, and they worry most 
about heart disease and strokes 
in their own lives, with obesity, 
cancer, diabetes and women’s 
health and wellness other top 
personal concerns. 

Access to doctors was a 
much greater concern in Suf¬ 
folk than Nassau, the survey 
found. 

That jibes with the results of 
a study released last month 
that found a dearth of physi¬ 
cians in Suffolk: only one doc¬ 
tor for every 1,360 residents, 
versus one per 700 residents in 
Nassau. That national study 
was conducted by the Prince¬ 
ton, New Jersey-based Robert 
Wood Johnson Foundation and 
the University of Wisconsin 
Health Population Institute. 

Hector Alcala, an assistant 
professor of public health at 
Stony Brook University, attrib¬ 
uted the difference to the lower 
population density in Suffolk, 
especially eastern Suffolk. 

“If you’re starting a new prac¬ 
tice and you’re getting out of 
medical school with a tremen¬ 
dous amount of debt, you’re 


going to head to a bigger popu¬ 
lation center because it’s going 
to guarantee you the patients,” 
he said. 

Molina said that, after 15 fu¬ 
tile phone calls to health and 
dental providers, he ended up 
driving his daughter to Nassau 
University Medical Center in 
East Meadow to get care. 

Joseph Dickson, 33, of Hunt¬ 
ington Station, said he’s never 
had a problem finding a doctor. 
But, after taking his sick 6-year- 
old son to an urgent care center 
Thursday, he said many people 
in the area — which has a 
poverty rate more than double 
the county’s as a whole — don’t 
have cars and may live far from 
a health care provider. The sur¬ 
vey found transportation is a 
top health need in Suffolk. 

Nassau residents listed “no in¬ 
surance” and “unable to pay co¬ 
pays/deductibles” as their top 
two community health concerns. 


“That is a huge issue in the 
community,” said Pearl Jacobs, 
a longtime activist in Union- 
dale, where the median income 
is far below the county’s and 
the percentage of people with¬ 
out health insurance is three 
times higher. 

The Affordable Care Act 
helped many residents obtain 
health insurance, “but here in 
the Uniondale community you 
have many people who are un¬ 
documented and don’t qualify 
for the Affordable Care Act” or 
Medicaid, Jacobs said. 

Many people who do have 
health coverage face steep co¬ 
pays for doctor visits and pre¬ 
scription drugs, she said. 

Residents of both counties 
put “healthier food choices” in 
the top five of what is needed 
to improve health in their com¬ 
munities. 

In Wyandanch, there is only 
one supermarket with a wide

State-funded health survey 
since 2013. It is distributed on¬ 
line and at places like health 
fairs and other public events, 
insurance enrollment sites, li¬ 
braries and clinics, said Janine 
Logan, director of the collabo¬ 
rative, which is overseen by 
the Nassau-Suffolk Hospital 
Council.

LI services provide solidarity in a world of turmoil 


t dawn on Jones 
Beach, almost 
200 people hud¬ 
dled under um¬ 
brellas, 

wrapped in blan¬ 
kets, towels and coats, to 
begin their Easter with a 
church service in the sand. 

The 6 a.m. event, hosted by 
the Long Island Council of 
Churches, always occurs at 
the beach, with the waves in 
the background and, on clear 
days, a beautiful sunrise. 

Sunday’s rain and overcast 
skies obscured the sun, but 
the worshippers didn’t seem 
to notice. Soggy, but happy to 
be there, the group sang 
hymns, listened to Scripture 
and donated to the organiza¬ 
tion’s food pantry. 

It was the first of the Chris¬ 
tian holiday’s celebrations 
across Long Island, offering a 
chance for solidarity in the 
church, rocked by the Sri 
Lanka church bombings 
hours before and the Notre 
Dame Cathedral fire last 
week. 

At the beach, the Rev. 
Moira Ahearne, of the Presby¬ 
terian Churches of Freeport 
and Merrick, read the story of 
the resurrection of Jesus from 
the book of Luke, chapter 24. 

“It was an early dawn day, 
just like today perhaps, a cou¬ 
ple thousand years ago that 
those women ...

and treated with respect and 
in turn, these women loved 
Jesus and they stayed faithful 
to him to the end,” she said.

The small group led the 
crowd in singing hymns in 
English, Spanish, Portuguese 
and Korean. A wooden cross 
stood in the sand as seagulls 
squawked and people dotted 
the beach behind them, enjoy¬ 
ing the early morning waves. 

“Dawn symbolizes for us 
not only darkness giving way 
to light, but the old making 
way for the new, fresh begin¬ 
nings,” Ahearne said. 

Brothers Kirk, Glenn and 
Richie Greubel have been 
coming to the beach service 
for decades, since when their 
parents brought them as chil¬ 
dren. 

“Our family’s been coming 
down to the beach for about 
40 years for this,” said Glenn 
Greubel, of Merrick. “My par¬ 
ents, this was a big deal to 
them; we kind of carry on 
their legacy.” 

The brothers recalled at¬ 
tending the service when it 
was in Eisenhower Park in 


East Meadow years ago. 

Now they bring their own 
children and spouses every 
year, whether in rain, wind or 
26-degree temperatures. 

“In the grand scheme of 
things, this is not so bad,” said 
Richie Greubel, of Bellmore. 

The next stop? A nearby 
warm diner for Easter break¬ 
fast. 

In Rockville Centre, there 
was a festive mood at St. 
Agnes Cathedral, where 
Bishop John Barres walked 
down the center aisle of the 
84-year-old church, greeting 
worshippers. The cathedral 
was standing room only, with 
dozens in the diverse crowd 
standing in the back and 
sides. 

Barres spoke about the 
Notre Dame fire and the build¬ 
ing’s significance in the his¬ 
tory of the Catholic Church 
and the world, thinking the 
blaze may have set a spiritual 
fire in believers and nonbe¬ 
lievers alike. 

“Even hardened and dog¬ 
matic atheists recognize the 
greatness and creativity of hu¬ 
manity expressed in the art, 
the architecture and the soar¬ 
ing towers and spires of 
Notre Dame,” he said. “They 
wept with everyone else in 
the streets of Paris.” 

At the end of the homily, he 
read a letter from Pope Fran¬ 
cis asking for an end to vio¬ 




lence in Syria and the rest of 
the Middle East, Africa and 
the Americas, especially in 
Venezuela. 

Joe Caban, of Rockville Cen¬ 
tre, was at the Mass with his 
family. 

“I find Easter is an opportu¬ 
nity to revisit my Catholic 
teachings and upbringing and 
it is an opportunity to get 
closer to God and Jesus,” 
Caban said. 

“We all sin, nobody is per¬ 
fect and that is why he died 
on the cross. It means, even 
with all my imperfections, I 
still got a shot.” 

In Bay Shore, about 100 
worshippers gathered at the 
historic United Methodist 
Church, including Gene Ufer, 
95, who was baptized there. 

Ufer, of Bay Shore, a re¬ 
tired customer service repre¬ 
sentative for the former Long 
Island Lighting Company, 
said it saddened him to see 
the church pews about half 
full, as Easter Sunday once 
drew a full crowd. Still, the 
more than 150-year-old build¬ 
ing is home to Ufer, who cele¬ 


brated his birthday on Thurs¬ 
day. 

“I love it and I wouldn’t go 
anywhere else,” he said. 

The altar was festooned 
with spring plants, such as 
lilies, forsythia and a weeping 
cherry tree, and their aroma 
permeated the church. 

Members of the choir, 
which included a horn sec¬ 
tion and showstopping 
soloists, performed hymns 
such as “The Stone Is Rolled 
Away” and “Ave Maria.” 

“It’s crazy how good they 
are and all the time they put 
in,” said McKinley Seyda, 41, 
of Bay Shore, who attended 
the service with his wife 
Kerry, 40, and their four chil¬ 
dren, ages 6 to 10. 

Pastor Wendy Modeste was 
sure to hug everyone who en¬ 
tered the church and she 
posed for selfies with them 
after the service 

If there is one message she 
hopes worshippers take away 
from Sunday service, Mod¬ 
este said, it is “that God loves 
them and there’s nothing we 
can do to change to that.”

No such thing as 
‘sanctuary cities’

T here are no true sanc¬ 
tuary cities in Amer¬ 
ica, despite the term’s 
frequent use on all 
sides of the immigra¬ 
tion uproar. 

The phrase misleadingly sug¬ 
gests that migrants without docu¬ 
ments can move to places such 
as New York City, San Francisco 
or Los Angeles and freely arro¬ 
gate the rights of citizens with¬ 
out fear of deportation. 

Certain cities, states and other 
local governments do force Im¬ 
migration and Customs Enforce¬ 
ment to jump through bureau¬ 
cratic hoops to boost their 
roundup rates. New York City, 
for example, makes ICE agents 
get a judge’s order when they 
seek to pick up somebody held 
in jail on criminal charges. 

The pro-crackdown Center 
for Immigration Studies says 
local governments may for exam¬ 
ple keep their agencies from 
complying with ICE detainers, 
prevent detainers from being ac¬ 
cepted or deny federal officials’ 
access to interview inmates. 

But that red tape creates 
something far short of an air¬ 
tight sanctuary. 

In December, ICE figures 
showed New York area arrests 
were up 35 percent over the pre¬ 
vious year, for a total 3,476. 
About 64 defendants had crimi¬ 
nal records, proportional to na¬ 
tional trends. The Gothamist 
website reported. 

In February, the city’s comp¬ 
troller, Scott Stringer, said the 
number of people without crim¬ 
inal convictions deported from 
the five boroughs jumped to 


1,144 during Trump’s first full 
fiscal year in office, versus 313 
in the final year of Barack 
Obama’s presidency 

Calling New York and oth- 
erst sanctuary cities can over¬ 
state the power of these munici¬ 
pal governments. Immigration 
is as always a federal function. 

Sanctuary cities jargon grew 
out of the religious and politi¬ 
cal sanctuary movement of the 
early 1980s when liberal ac¬ 
tivists sought to shelter Central 
American refugees fleeing civil 
conflicts who reportedly 
couldn’t get U.S. asylum. 

Now President Donald 
Trump uses the sanctuary label 
to rally his base and warn 
Democratic enclaves. 

“We’ll bring [refugees] to 
sanctuary city areas and let 
that particular area take care of 
it, whether it’s a state or what¬ 
ever it might be,” Trump told re¬ 
porters. But his spokeswoman 
Sarah Huckabee Sanders soon 
hedged. “Nobody thinks this is 
the ideal solution, but until we 
can fix the crisis at the border, 
we have to look at all options,” 
she said. 

Other Trump border warn¬ 
ings have been hollow. He’s 


talked of closing border cross¬ 
ings, cutting off aid to Central 
America, imposing car tariffs 
on Mexico and ending law-en¬ 
forcement grants to sanctuary 
cities. Family separations back¬ 
fired, and he isn’t resuming 
them. Wall plans are tied up 
and Trump’s plans are unclear. 

“Sanctuary cities!” has been 
a rallying cry in Republican de¬ 
bates for more than a decade. 
In ex-Mayor Rudy Giuliani’s 
failed GOP run for president in 
2008, he drew debate fire from 
the likes of now-Sen. Mitt Rom¬ 
ney (R-Utah) and the late Sen. 
Fred Thompson of Tennessee 
for running a sanctuary city, 
which Giuliani denied. 

In fact, the former mayor in 
1996 unsuccessfully sued Bill 
Clinton’s administration to 
void a law that said states or 
cities couldn’t stop employees 
from acting on their own to 
turn over information to the 
federal government about un¬ 
documented immigrants. 

“If we didn’t allow illegals to 
report crimes,” Giuliani said in 
2007, “a lot of criminals would 
have gone free because they’re 
the ones who had the informa¬ 
tion.”

Duffy is the founder of a 
web group with 3,500 mem¬ 
bers that opposes Zeldin, of 
Shirley. Duffy ran unsuccess¬ 
fully for village trustee in 
CJuogue last year.

Exits 37A to 40 to 
be shut 5 nights per 
week for 3 months

The eastbound Northern 
State Parkway between exits 
37A and 40 will be shut down 
overnight five days a week be¬ 
ginning tonight, and the west¬ 
bound parkway will be closed 
overnight beginning May 20, 
the state Department of Trans¬ 
portation said. 

The full closures at the bor¬ 
der of Nassau and Suffolk coun¬ 
ties are so construction crews 
can perform work on the 
Round Swamp Road bridge, a 
department statement said. 

The eastbound closures will 
be from 11 p.m. to 6 the follow¬ 
ing morning, Sunday nights 
through Thursday nights. Start¬ 
ing May 20, the westbound 
lanes will be closed from 10 
p.m. to 5 the next morning, also 
on Sunday nights through 
Thursday nights. The closures 
generally will alternate direc¬ 
tions weekly after May 20. 

The closures are expected to 
last about three months. Elec¬ 


tronic message signs will give 
drivers updates and additional 
information. 

During eastbound closures, 
traffic will be diverted onto 
Exit 37A to the Long Island Ex¬ 
pressway. Drivers can then take 
the LIE’S Exit 49N onto north¬ 
bound Route 110 to return to 
the Northern State Parkway. 

During westbound closures, 
traffic will be detoured onto 
Exit 40 to take southbound 
Route 110 to the westbound LIE. 


Drivers can then get off on the 
LIE’S Exit 46 to travel north on 
Sunnyside Boulevard to rejoin 
the Northern State Parkway. 

No closures will take place 
the week of May 12 for the PGA 
Championship at Bethpage 
State Park in Farmingdale and 
during the Memorial Day and 
Independence Day weekends. 
Weather could also cause the 
cancellation, postponement or 
prolonging of work. 

The bridge work includes ex¬ 


cavating and installing steel 
sheeting, replacing backwalls 
and installing new bearings. 

The construction is part of a 
$9.5 million state project to im¬ 
prove safety and longevity on 
three Long Island bridges. The 
two other bridges are the State 
Route 107 bridge over Sea Cliff 
Avenue in Glen Cove and the 
Town of Oyster Bay, and the 
Route 110 bridge over Route 109 
in the Town of Babylon, a de¬ 
partment spokesman said. 


Long Beach proposes 7.9% tax hike

A proposed $97.6 million bud¬ 
get in Long Beach would raise 
taxes by 7.9 percent, or about 
$305 a year for the average 
homeowner, city officials said. 

The budget maintains staf¬ 
fing and operations and pro¬ 
vides the same city programs 
and services, acting City Man¬ 
ager Rob Agostisi said. He said 
the city is planning to reassess 
services and how the city can 
operate more efficiently. 

“What we’re trying to do is rec¬ 
tify a chronic structural imbal¬ 
ance,” he said. “We’re doing as 
much as we possibly can this 
year to rectify this issue without 
overburdening the taxpayers.” 

The 2019-20 propose includes 
a $586,500 increase in health 
care costs and $1 million more 
for contractual salary raises. Rev¬ 
enue has decreased by $1.6 mil¬ 
lion compared with the 2018-19 


budget. Officials said they are 
dealing with the end of some fed¬ 
eral and state grants related to 
disaster recovery and want to 
focus on more realistic projec¬ 
tions. The city last year did not 
generate the anticipated 
$225,000 in revenue for hosting 
events in the city and is not in¬ 
cluding that in the new proposal. 

Agostisi will present the bud¬ 
get to the council at its May 7 
meeting, when council members 
can pass amendments to reduce 
the tax rate. If council members 
cannot reach a majority vote to 
pass the budget by May 30, the 
proposed 7.9 percent tax hike 
would become permanent. 

Long Beach City Council Presi¬ 
dent Anthony Eramo said he 
would like to see the tax increase 
“come down significantly.” 

The city had relied on federal 
funding for superstorm Sandy 
projects to balance budgets, but 
it can no longer do that going for¬ 
ward, officials have said. 


“Sandy masked some of the 
structure problems the former 
administration was dealing with 
and without the influx of federal 
money, we’re back on the road to 
recovery,” Eramo said. “You 
want to take slow steps to recov¬ 
ery, but I don’t think giant tax in¬ 
creases are sustainable.” 

The proposed budget also in¬ 
cludes bonding for $1.87 million 
in anticipated retirements. Re¬ 
tirement payouts are expected to 
be about $80,000 less than last 
year. Agostisi said the goal is to 
budget for retirements, but the 
city first must increase revenue 
or decrease expenses. 

The proposed tax increase 
adds $2.8 million in new residen¬ 
tial taxes. The average home- 
owner would pay $4,160 in an¬ 
nual city taxes. City officials said 
the city property taxes account 
for about 35 percent of residen¬ 
tial tax bills; the remaining 65 per¬ 
cent covers school taxes. 

The city will seek to increase 


revenue by launching a market¬ 
ing initiative to attract more visi¬ 
tors to the beach during the sum¬ 
mer season. The campaign will 
promote the near completion of 
the U.S. Army Corps shoreline 
protection project and bank on 
better summer and weekend 
weather to boost beach pass 
sales and daily attendance. 

“This will lead to the long¬ 
term stabilization of city fi¬ 
nances for the benefit of the tax¬ 
payers,” Agostisi said. “Ulti¬ 
mately, by adjusting city fi¬ 
nances now, we can head off 
tax increases in the future.” 

The council hired a consulting 
firm last week to help long-term 
fiscal recovery and is applying for 
grants from the state financial re¬ 
view board in exchange for state- 
mandated budgetary reforms. 

Taxes are set to go up for a sec¬ 
ond straight year. The city coun¬ 
cil passed an 8.3 percent tax in¬ 
crease on a $94.5 million budget 
for 2018-19, which ends June 30.

Seeking to rejoin film academy 

Polanski sues organizers of the Oscars after being expelled for sexual misconduct 


Roman Polanski asked a 
judge Friday to restore his mem¬ 
bership in the organization that 
bestows the Academy Awards 
nearly a year after he was ex¬ 
pelled from it for sexual mis¬ 
conduct, The Associated Press 
reports. 

Lawyers for the 85-year-old 
fugitive director petitioned 
Los Angeles Superior Court to 
compel the Academy of Mo¬ 
tion Picture Arts and Sciences 
to make him a member in 
good standing again. 

In May, the academy made 
the rare move of expelling 
Polanski and Bill Cosby, months 
after ending the membership of 
disgraced movie mogul Harvey 
Weinstein. 

Polanski appealed the deci¬ 
sion, and in January the acad¬ 
emy rejected his appeal. 

Friday’s five-page filing 
states that by not giving Polan¬ 
ski sufficient notice of his ex¬ 
pulsion, and not giving he or 
his lawyer to argue his case in 
person during the appeal, the 
academy “failed to comply with 
its own rules, policies and regu¬ 
lations.” 

The academy responded with

Polanski were fair and reason¬ 
able. The Academy stands be¬ 
hind its decision as appropriate.” 

The filing also alleges that the 
expulsion violated a California 
law that requires corporations to 
give a fair hearing before remov¬ 
ing a member, calling it a “preju¬ 
dicial abuse of discretion.” 

Polanski’s attorney Harland 
Braun said at the time that 
Polanski was “blindsided” by 
his removal, and learned of it 
through media reports. 

The filing says that the acad¬ 
emy’s decision is final and the di¬ 
rector has no recourse for recon¬ 
sideration outside of the courts. 

Polanski, who won a best di¬ 
rector Oscar for “The Pianist” 
in 2003, remains a fugitive after 
pleading guilty to unlawful sex 
with a minor in 1977 and fleeing 
the United States the following 
year. He has been living in Eu¬ 
rope since. 

He had been an academy 
member for nearly 50 years at 
the time of his expulsion, and 
his films had been nominated 
for 28 Oscars. 

But he had long been one of 
the organization’s more divi¬ 
sive members. At the 2003 cere¬ 
mony, Polanski’s win — his first 
— received a standing ovation. 


He was not in attendance. He’d 
previously been nominated for 
writing his adaptation of “Rose¬ 
mary’s Baby,” and directing 
“Chinatown” and “Tess.” 

Polanski’s ouster from the 
group means he can no longer 
vote for nominees and winners, 
but he and his films can still 
win Oscars. 

After expelling Weinstein, 
the academy implemented re¬ 
vised standards of conduct for 
its over 8,400 members. The 
standards said the organization 
is no place for “people who 
abuse their status, power or in¬ 
fluence in a manner that vio¬ 
lates standards of decency.” 

The code allowed the acad¬ 
emy’s board to suspend or expel 
those who violate the code of 
conduct or who “compromise 
the integrity” of the academy. 

There have been no reports 
of Weinstein or Cosby appeal¬ 
ing their expulsions from the 
academy. 

Before Weinstein, only one 
person is thought to have been 
expelled from the academy: 
Carmine Caridi, a character 
actor who had his membership 
revoked in 2004 for lending 
DVD screeners of films in con¬ 
tention for Oscars. 


Report: Michelle Williams and husband split 


Have four-time Oscar-nomi- 
nee Michelle Williams and musi¬ 
cian Phil Elverum separated 
after roughly a year of marriage? 

People magazine, citing an 
anonymous source, said that 
Williams, 38, and the indie 
rocker and visual artist had bro¬ 
ken up amicably at the begin¬ 
ning of the year. 

The actress, who stars as mu¬ 
sical-theater icon Gwen Verdon 
in the FX series “Fosse / Ver¬ 
don,” had confirmed to Vanity 


Fair magazine last year that she 
and Elverum had married in a 
small, unpublicized ceremony 
in the upstate Adirondack 
Mountains early in 2018. 

Elverum and his daughter 
Agathe, now 4, with his late 
wife Genevieve Castr^ left 
Anacortes, Washington, in July 
to move in with Williams and 
her daughter Matilda, now 13, in 
Brooklyn. Matilda’s father is the 
late Academy Award-winner 
Heath Ledger, with whom 


Williams broke up in 2007, 
shortly before his 2008 death 
from an accidental prescription- 
drug overdose. 

Neither Williams, who has no 
social media accounts, nor 
Elverum, who generally records 
under the project name Mount 
Eerie, has commented publicly. 
People magazine said the ac¬ 
tress has recently been seen in 
public without a wedding band. 

The highly private Williams, 
who was Oscar-nominated for 


supporting actress in “Broke- 
back Mountain” (2005) and 
“Manchester by the Sea” (2016) 
and for lead actress in “Blue 
Valentine” (2010) and “My 
Week with Marilyn” (2011), told 
Vanity Fair last year that, “I 
never gave up on love,” and 
called her relationship with 
Elverum “very sacred and very 
special.” 

Elverum’s wife died of pancre¬ 
atic cancer in July 2016.

“The Curse of La Llorona” brought 
good fortune at the box office. 

The Warner Bros, horror film based 
on a Mexican legend about a woman 
who murdered her children and wan¬ 
ders the world looking for them 
brought in $26.5 million according to 
studio estimates Sunday, putting it in 
the top spot on its opening weekend 
— the last before “Avengers: Endgame” 
arrives to dominate.

Increasing crowds are causing traffic issues as interest grows in family of eagles

A pair of bald eagles has 
been a sensation on social 
media since taking up resi¬ 
dence in Centerport last year, 
fishing in Mill Pond and retir¬ 
ing to a nest in a treetop near a 
parking lot. 

The pair hatched two eaglets 
this month and interest has 
surged in seeing the feathered 
family. But the crowds are caus¬ 
ing traffic issues on narrow 
Centershore Road near the 
nest, critics say, while support¬ 
ers say the bird-watchers have 
been respectful. 

A Huntington Town Board 
resolution to change a “no park¬ 
ing” zone on Centershore Road 
to “no stopping” would have re¬ 
quired eagle viewers to find a 
place to pull over and park in¬ 
stead of idling along the road. 
The board rejected the request 
at Tuesday’s meeting. 

Town Supervisor Chad Lup- 
inacci said the town received a 
lot of opposition to the parking 
restrictions. 

“We up here are fans of the 
eagles,” Lupinacci said from 
the dais at the meeting, refer¬ 
ring to the board. “It’s unani¬ 
mous that we will not be enter¬ 
taining this restriction any 
longer.” 

On the side of Centershore 
Road earlier Tuesday, a handful 
of spectators gathered to look 
at one of the eagles, which 
could be seen sitting in the 
nest. 

“The town has to start think¬ 
ing about an eagle plan,” said 
Centerport native Tom 
Vuozzo, who traveled to the 
meeting from his current 
home in Connecticut to speak 
against the traffic restrictions. 
“I think it behooves the town 
and everybody else to create a 
working plan so the property 
owners aren’t being infringed 
upon and there’s suitable park¬

ing,” he said. 

Birding supporters at the 
meeting said traffic issues 
could be solved with other 
plans for parking. Rob 
Schwartz of Centerport, who 
runs a Facebook fan page dedi¬ 
cated to the eagles, said the 
town could allocate parking for 
birders near the gazebo in Cen¬ 
tershore Park. 

The proposed restrictions 
“will alleviate a number of is¬ 
sues, such as parking on the res¬ 
idential streets, keeping people 
safe off Centershore Road and 
providing a safe place for fami¬ 
lies to visit the beautiful 
wildlife surrounding the Mill 
Pond,” Schwartz said. 

Some local residents said traf¬ 
fic changes were needed. An¬ 
thony Vernola said Center- 
shore Road traffic changes are 
“long overdue.” 

“The situation has become

2 bonds to fund road 
and HVAC upgrades 

Town Council members in 
North Hempstead approved 
two bond measures designated 
for road improvements and for 
renovations to the heating and 
cooling systems at Michael J.

Tax breaks sought for 
proposed warehouse 

A Brooklyn-based heating 
and plumbing supply company 
is seeking tax breaks to open a 
new location in Wyandanch. 

The company, AF Supply 
Corp., has 10 locations in 
Brooklyn, upstate. New Jersey 
and Long Island and is expand¬ 
ing, opening its 11th location at 
150 Wyandanch Ave., in a 
30,000-square-foot warehouse. 

The company has applied 
for tax benefits from the Baby¬ 
lon Industrial Development 
Agency, a public authority that 
grants tax breaks to projects 
with industrial uses or work¬ 
force housing and that create 
or retain jobs.

AF Supply Corp. is seeking a 
break on the sales tax it would 
pay during the expansion, and 
the property tax break it pays 
for 12 years, a $372,500 savings, 
paying $831,315 over that time. 

The company wants to ac¬ 
quire the space in May.

Board trustees in Floral Park 
approved the village’s 2019-20 
budget during Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing.

Developer’s late filings questioned 


Council GOP mulls 
funds’ return, but 
mayor opposes it

Five members of the Glen 
Cove City Council are question¬ 
ing whether RXR Glen Isle Part¬ 
ners is in default for failing to 
file certain certifications on 
time and if the city will seek to 
recapture the hundreds of mil¬ 
lions in tax breaks it gave the 
developer for its $1 billion wa¬ 
terfront development. 

In a letter sent to Glen Cove 
Mayor Timothy Tenke on 
Thursday, the council members 
called on the IDA to determine 
whether RXR failed to submit 
“required certifications” detail¬ 
ing the number of jobs the 
project would create. 


The 2016 agreement, in which 
the IDA approved the tax breaks, 
requires RXR to annually submit 
the documents in accordance 
with New York General Munici¬ 
pal Law. According to the letter, 
the certifications for 2016, 2017 
and 2018 were filed this year in 
late January and early February 
— making the 2016 form two 
years delinquent and the 2017 
form a year past due. 

Mayor Tenke, the IDA chair, 
said Thursday that RXR was 
“technically in default.” But the 
IDA didn’t issue a default letter 
because RXR timely provided 
the employment information but 
on the wrong form and corrected 
the oversight once RXR was noti¬ 
fied. He said the city will not try 
to recapture the subsidies. 

“As an aside, even if there was 
a technical default, or even 
Event of Default, it is far from 
clear whether a judge would 
allow the IDA to recapture the fi¬ 
nancial assistance granted

based on such a non-substantive 
issue,” Tenke wrote in a letter 
that was sent to council mem¬ 
bers Thursday and given to 
Newsday by a council member. 

Joe Graziose, RXR executive 
vice president of residential de¬ 
velopment and construction, 
said the company is in “full 
compliance with all the docu¬ 
mentation and agreements 
with the city and the IDA.” 

The issue was flagged by a 
resident. Flip Pidot, who 
spoke at a Feb. 12 city council 
meeting. Pidot submitted a 
Freedom of Information Law 


request in January to obtain 
the employment documents 
and put in an additional re¬ 
quest for email correspon¬ 
dence between RXR and the 
IDA. 

In a Jan. 24 email, which 
Pidot provided to Newsday, 
IDA attorney Milan Tyler 
wrote to Peter Curry, an attor¬ 
ney for RXR: “If we don’t have 
these Exhibits for the FOIL re¬ 
sponse, we will need to send a 
default notice shortly.” 

Tyler wrote in a Jan. 30 
email to Curry: “I have now 
been instructed to draft a de¬ 
fault letter,” according to 
emails provided by Pidot. 
RXR submitted the forms for 

2016 that same day and the 

2017 and 2018 forms on Feb. I. 

Tenke said Thursday he 

wasn’t aware of the emails 
and they were likely sent to 
give RXR an opportunity to 
“cure” the default before a let¬ 
ter was issued. 


“I think the IDA has an obliga¬ 
tion to look into it,” said Council¬ 
man Joe Capobianco, who signed 
the letter. “I think we need to 
hold RXR’s feet to the fire here 
and we need to make sure that 
they follow through with what 
they’re supposed to do.” 

Tenke, a Democrat, accused 
the five council members — 
who comprise the council’s 
Republican majority — of 
pulling a political stunt ahead 
of the November election. 

“We need to work together as 
partners, and this type of behav¬ 
ior does not help the residents, it 
does not help the city, does not 
help RXR,” Tenke said. “It smells 
political.” 

The only council member not 
included on the letter was Demo¬ 
crat Marsha Silverman, who said 
she would have signed it had she 
known about it. 

“I support asking the question 
and investigating and looking 
into it,” Silverman said.

Court officials say 
building needs Wi-Fi 


New state law mandates 
cases have digital access

Riverhead Justice Court officials have 
asked the town to bring Wi-Fi service 
into the building, which they said is not 
equipped to help them comply with a 
state mandate for showing images, maps 
and other digital evidence in court. 

Riverhead Court Justice Allen M. 
Smith said Thursday the court facility on 
Howell Avenue had no access to Wi-Fi in¬ 
ternet. Smith said what prompted him to 
seek wireless internet for the court was a 
new law the New York State Legislature 
passed in December. 

“The effect of this legislation will 
change how trials are conducted in the 
Riverhead Justice Court,” Smith wrote 
in a letter he submitted to the Riverhead 
Town Board at the board’s meeting on 
Tuesday. 

The new law, known as CPLR 4511, ex¬ 
pands the admissibility of all digital evi¬ 


dence in courts such as images, maps, lo¬ 
cations, distances, or other information 
taken via tools such as web mapping or 
global image services. Since attorneys 
tend to use tools such as Google Maps 
and web mapping services to find visual 
information for locations involved in 
legal cases, the law could allow for any 
objection to use such information to be 
overruled as long as the information 
“fairly and accurately depicts the evi¬ 
dence presented.” 

The law also requires parties intending 
to use such information or images at a 
trial or hearing to give at least 30 days no¬ 
tice before their court date of their intent. 

While the court has hard-wired inter¬ 
net connections in parts of the building, 
Wi-Fi availability would facilitate the 
court’s ability to comply with the law. 
Smith said. 

Riverhead Supervisor Laura Jens- 
Smith said Thursday the town had allo¬ 
cated funding in the 2019 budget as part 
of a plan to upgrade wireless communi¬ 
cation across town facilities. The money 
allocated, Jens-Smith said, “would ad¬ 
dress the internet issues over there and 
townwide.”

Crack down on 
bad contractors 

Make Siemens pay MTA for shoddy work 

I n their latest abysmal display of utter incompetence, the highly paid 
contractors tasked with instituting all-important safety technology 
on the Long Island Rail Road seem not to understand the difference 
between soldering and bolting. 

Just more than a month ago, the Metropolitan Transportation Au¬ 
thority board was told about critical mistakes made by Siemens Rail 
Automation and Bombardier Transportation, the joint partnership 
hired by the MTA to install positive train control braking and crash-pre¬ 
vention systems on the Long Island and Metro-North railroads. 

Stunningly, the situation has gotten worse. The latest problem: Work¬ 
ers soldered electrical components onto circuit boards rather than bolt¬ 
ing them. Heat from the soldering made the equipment defective. Yet, 
Siemens and Bombardier refuse to be accountable and seem uncon¬ 
vinced they must respond to this shoddy work with urgency. 

This must end. 

Siemens, a German multinational firm that generated $93 billion in 
annual revenue last year, holds hundreds of millions of dollars in con¬ 
tracts with the MTA, everything from subway and LIRR signals to bus 
cameras. Its sheer size and specialties mean it lacks significant compe¬ 
tition, so the giant has been able 
to do the positive train control 
job badly and get away with it. 

Gov. Andrew M. Cuomo 
pushed for MTA reform, and the 
new state budget includes the 
ability to prevent bad vendors 
from receiving MTA contracts, a 
process known as debarment. 
But the MTA has to determine 
whether there’s a way to debar, 
or otherwise significantly penal¬ 
ize, Siemens, while not adversely 
affecting ongoing work and large 
j< projects like positive train con- 
^ trol. A 2020 federal deadline to 
install positive train control 
means immediate debarment 
may not be realistic. And the 
MTA has yet to establish procedures on how debarment would work. 

Even if the MTA chooses not to immediately undo its contractual re¬ 
lationships with the firm, it must consider the potential for future de¬ 
barment. In the meantime, the authority must find and enforce every 
potential penalty, from public shaming to financial repercussions. The 
MTA board’s newfound voice of outrage and increased oversight are 
welcome first steps, and the plan to monitor Siemens’ every move at 
the vendor’s expense is important. Last Wednesday, the board de¬ 
manded that Siemens chief executive Joe Kaeser come to its May meet¬ 
ing and answer for the company’s horrible performance. There’s little 
he can say but much he can do to make this situation better. 

Even if Siemens completes the safety project, its history and future 
relationship with the MTA must be reassessed. The MTA must make 
public all connections between Siemens and the MTA bureaucracy to 
expose any coziness between contracting officials and the vendor. And 
the MTA should start seeking alternatives to break Siemens’ near-mo¬ 
nopoly. Some federal scrutiny on possible antitrust violations wouldn’t 
hurt. But for now, it’s up to the state and the MTA to do whatever it 
takes to hold Siemens accountable, and make clear that such conduct 
from any contractor is unacceptable and will have consequences.

NYS tax exclusion is 
overdue for a raise 

While doing my taxes, I 
was astounded to learn that 
the pension and annuity in¬ 
come exclusion of $20,000 
per person on New York 
State taxes for people 59 1/2 
and older hasn’t changed 
since it was set in 1981. The 
exclusion applies to income 
from private accounts, in¬ 
cluding IRAs and employer- 
sponsored retirement plans. 

Bills pending in Albany 
propose annual increases of 
$5,000 to begin in 2021 and 
stop at $40,000 in 2024. But 
this would still be below the 
rise in the cost of living in 
the past 38 years. 

By 2021, when the legisla¬ 
tion could first be imple¬ 
mented, $20,000 in 1981 would 


be the equivalent of about 
$60,000. 

While a change is long over¬ 
due, the proposal falls woe¬ 
fully short of cost-of-living in¬ 
creases since 1981. Taxpayers 
should ask their elected repre¬ 
sentatives to support increas¬ 
ing the pension exclusion, but 
to amend the bill to the 
present equivalent of $60,000 
— and to mandate yearly cost- 
of-living increases, no more 
than what was put in place in 
1981, but no less. That’s only 
fair to present and future se¬ 
niors.

Helping to save the Great South Bay 


The opening of inlet at Gilgo Beach 
would improve water quality in the bay

T he Great South Bay is still 
very ill. New York State 
and Suffolk County are 
fighting the good fight to re¬ 
duce nitrogen in our over-en¬ 
riched bay. Upgrading septic 
systems, expanding sewers and 
controlling storm runoff will 
minimize the growing presence 
of algae blooms that suffocate 
fish and shellfish and choke the 
life out of the bay. The costs are 
enormous, and it will take time 
to be effective. 

The fight must be sustained, 
but the bay’s problems are also 
a matter of inadequate water 
flow. 

The issue became clear to me 
during a fundraising boat ride 
for a statue in Babylon Village in 
May 2016, when the water was 
marred by an early brown tide — 
as if someone had poured into it 
massive amounts of coffee and 
cream. The statue, called “The 
Bayman,” stands in Argyle Park, 
and depicts a 1970s bayman at 
the height of the clamming indus¬ 
try just before its collapse as the 
bay degraded. 


When creating Ocean Park¬ 
way in the late 1920s, builder 
Robert Moses filled in an inlet 
and altered the bay’s natural 
water flow. Ever since, the lit¬ 
toral drift of sand thins out the 
Gilgo Beach shoreline where the 
inlet was. Every couple of years, 
the Army Corps of Engineers 
must replenish the lost sand to 
ensure the integrity of the beach¬ 
front and ultimately the parkway. 
In fact, the corps is replenishing 
the exact location this year. 

Many experts in the field 
agree that opening the inlet 
will improve the water quality 
in the bay. An engineered inlet 
should be nonnavigable and de¬ 
signed solely for water flow. Ex¬ 
perts in the field have said in¬ 
creased flow through openings 
in the barrier beach will not 
raise the water level on the 
mainland. This issue of concern 
was argued after superstorm 
Sandy opened a natural inlet at 
Old Inlet in Bellport Bay. In 
fact, the reformation of Old 
Inlet points out that nature will 
do what nature wants to do. 
Since Old Inlet opened, environ¬ 
mentalists and bay lovers have 


marveled at the improved con¬ 
dition of the Bellport and 
Moriches Bay. But this cleans¬ 
ing does little to help the west¬ 
ern sections of the bay and un¬ 
derscores the need for a second 
new source of water flow. 

The inlet would need a 
storm gate to provide protec¬ 
tion from eventual hurricanes 
and nor’easters. A storm surge 
could overwhelm the inlet and 
undermine the integrity of the 


structure and the parkway, as 
well as negatively change the 
dynamics of water being forced 
onto the mainland. 

Another benefit to creating 
the inlet at Gilgo is that while 
we excavate we can dig out the 
remains of the old Coast Guard 
Station. The station was demol¬ 
ished in the late ’70s and the 
foundation remains as a perma¬ 
nent fixture on the beachscape. 
Unfortunately, the skeleton of 


the station reappears each time 
the sand depletes. Once uncov¬ 
ered, the station’s remains act 
as a groin and scallop out the 
adjoining Town of Babylon’s 
Gilgo Beach. 

Though skeptics are con¬ 
cerned with sand maintenance, 
engineers are convinced that 
the power of the water flow 
through the inlet will keep the 
inlet sand free. It is clear that 
the amount of clean water 
runoff cannot handle the cleans¬ 
ing of the bay. But the bay will 
never flush properly until we in¬ 
crease the natural flow of 
water. 

We must foster a much 
deeper discussion on how to 
save our bay. The economic, en¬ 
vironmental and recreational 
benefits to saving our bay are 
immense. Bays and waterways 
like the Chesapeake Bay have 
proven to be resilient, why not 
the Great South Bay?

KILLING; 

AX PROBED 
AS WEAPON

A Brooklyn man was 
charged early Sunday 
with the murder and 
attempted murder of 
two women inside the 
Bushwick Houses over 
the weekend, as police 
investigated whether an 
ax found nearby could 
have been the murder 
weapon, according to 
the NYPD. 

Jerry Brown, 34, who 
lives in the Bushwick 
Houses, was charged in 
the death of 20-year-old 
Savannah Rivera and in 
an attack on a 
21-year-old woman 
inside an apartment on 
Flushing Avenue at 
about 1:30 a.m. on 
Saturday. 

Police said the 
surviving victim, who 
had multiple stab 
wounds to her head and 
body, managed to get 
outside, where she found 
an Uber driver who 
happened to be waiting 
there. The woman was 
taken to Elmhurst 
Hospital in critical but 
stable condition. Police 
then found her 
4-year-old daughter 
unharmed in the apart¬ 
ment bedroom. 

Rivera was found 
lying in the apartment 
living room, but was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the 
scene. 

The little girl was 
taken to Woodhull Hos¬ 
pital for evaluation, po¬ 
lice said. 

Investigators were 
looking into whether an 
ax that was found in a 
nearby trash compactor 
may have been the mur¬ 
der weapon. 

Brown, who has 13 
prior arrests, including 
for assault and robberies, 
was also charged with 
two counts of criminal 
possession of a weapon. 
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Who will pay for campaigns? 


New state panel 
to weigh impact 
of public financing

ALBANY — Will taxpayers 
end up financing elections in 
New York? Will public financing 
take “big money” out of politics? 
Or will it actually empower shad¬ 
owy special-interest groups that 
already operate with little over¬ 
sight and spend large sums to in¬ 
fluence elections? 

New Yorkers won’t get those 
answers from their elected offi¬ 
cials, at least not immediately. 
First, they will have to wait for 
the recommendations of a cam¬ 
paign-finance commission cre¬ 
ated this year by Gov. Andrew 
M. Cuomo and state legislators 
when they couldn’t make a deci¬ 
sion on public financing them¬ 
selves. 

Here are some key things to 
know about the commission 
and the political lay of the land: 

Who is pushing for public cam¬ 
paign financing? 

A new group of progressives, 
primarily. A variety of good-gov¬ 
ernment watchdog groups. 
Democratic elected officials 
and former Democratic candi¬ 
dates have called for it for 
years, but the idea floundered. 
The new drive gained momen¬ 
tum after the 2018 statewide 
campaigns, when Cuomo chal¬ 
lenger Cynthia Nixon and a 
host of legislative candidates 
pushed mainstream Democrats 
to the political left on a number 
of issues and Democrats took 
control of the State Senate. 
Young Democrats in the State 
Legislature are among the most 
vocal in demanding the change. 

The issue has been talked 
about for a while, so what’s the 
difference this year? 

Lawmakers authorized a com¬ 
mission to produce recommen¬ 
dations and submit them to the 
Legislature. 

Isn’t that “punting” on the 
issue? 

Sure, but it’s more than offi¬ 
cials ever have done in the 
past — and the commission’s 
opinions could become law. 
They will, in fact, unless law¬ 
makers pass legislation block-

ing or changing the recom¬ 
mendations by Dec. 22. 

Who will be on the commission, 
and what will they be required 
to do? 

There will be nine members: 
two appointments each for 
Cuomo, Assembly Speaker Carl 
Heastie (D-Bronx) and Senate 
Majority Leader Andrea Stew- 
art-Cousins (D-Yonkers); one 
each for Assembly Minority 
Leader Brian Kolb (R- 
Canandaigua) and Senate Mi¬ 
nority Leader John Flanagan 
(R-East Northport); and one 
“consensus” member named 
jointly by Cuomo, Heastie and 
Stewart-Cousins. 

The commission must hold 
at least one public hearing, but 
can have more, according to the 
enabling legislation. The panel 
must present recommendations 
to the Legislature by Dec. 1. As 
noted, the Legislature has until 
Dec. 22 to block or change the 


recommendations — signaling 
lawmakers are likely to return 
to Albany sometime that 
month. Any changes could be 
effective for the 2020 elections. 

Take note: Heastie has said he 
isn’t sure a majority of the over¬ 
whelmingly Democratic Assem¬ 
bly supports public financing. 
So there is the possibility legisla¬ 
tors will act to change or block 
the panel’s recommendations. 

Is that it? 

No, the panel also could 
take on “fusion voting.” More 
on that later. 

Will public financing be based 
on New York Cily’s system of 
campaign financing? 

Some would like it to be. The 
city’s public financing system 
gives candidates $6 in taxpayer 
money for every $1 they raise. 
The new commission would de¬ 
termine contribution matching 
ratios and limits. 


What are the leading argu¬ 
ments for and against public 
financing? 

Proponents say it would help 
give candidates who either 
aren’t part of a party apparatus 
or friendly with big donors a 
fighting chance and make elec¬ 
tions more competitive. They 
note New York’s current laws 
allow for sky-high contribu¬ 
tions — a maximum of $65,000 
from an individual donor to a 
gubernatorial candidate — com¬ 
pared with the $2,700 limit in 
federal elections. This means 
big-money interests — think 
real estate, unions, developers 
and health care groups — have 
few spending limits, in practi¬ 
cal terms. 

Critics say tax money 
shouldn’t go to campaigns. 
They point to the Malcolm 
Smith scandal, in which the for¬ 
mer Democratic state senator 
from Queens was caught in a 
bribery scheme as he tried to 


get into the New York City may- 
oral race as a Republican so he 
could tap matching funds. 

But perhaps the opponents’ 
key argument is public money 
won’t dent the influence of “in¬ 
dependent expenditure” groups. 
Deep-pocketed interests can 
form committees that are not 
technically affiliated with partic¬ 
ular candidates but can spend 
large amounts of money to influ¬ 
ence the outcome of an election. 
The U.S. Supreme Court’s Citi¬ 
zens United decision has all but 
removed limits on these groups. 
So if you adopt public financing 
and limit candidates’ fundrais¬ 
ing ability while not being able 
to limit “independent expendi¬ 
ture” groups, you wind up mak¬ 
ing the latter more powerful, 
opponents say. 

How much could public financ¬ 
ing cost? 

Estimates are all over the 
board, because it would de¬ 
pend on candidate participa¬ 
tion. The cost could be any¬ 
where from $60 million to 
more than $100 million a year, 
lawmakers have estimated. 

Back to fusion voting. What is 
it and why might it be 
changed? 

Fusion voting is the oft-criti¬ 
cized system in which candi¬ 
dates can appear multiple times 
on the ballot with multiple party 
endorsements. In 2018, for exam¬ 
ple, Cuomo appeared on the bal¬ 
lot lines of the Democratic, 
Working Families, Women’s 
Equality and Independence par¬ 
ties. New York is one of just 
three states that allow this. 

Minor party officials say mul¬ 
tiple ballot lines offer voters 
choices to express their values. 
Critics say the minor parties 
sponge on Republicans and 
Democrats for financial sup¬ 
port and patronage positions in 
state and local government. 
Also, minor party endorse¬ 
ments can push mainstream 
candidates to adopt more ex¬ 
treme positions, critics say. 

How does the public view pub¬ 
lic financing? 

A recently released Siena Col¬ 
lege poll found 63 percent of vot¬ 
ers surveyed said they opposed 
the idea of using public funds on 
campaigns. Just 23 percent ap¬ 
proved. “The public campaign fi¬ 
nance scheme in the budget gets 
a strong thumbs down from the 
voters,” Siena said.

Flood concerns at Waikiki in Hawaii 


Rising sea levels caused by climate 
change could erode iconic beach

HONOLULU — Hawaii’s 
iconic Waikiki Beach could soon 
be underwater as rising sea lev¬ 
els caused by climate change 
overtake its white sand beaches 
and bustling city streets. 

Predicting Honolulu will 
start experiencing frequent 
flooding within the next 15 to 
20 years, state lawmakers are 
trying to pass legislation that 
would spend millions for a 
coastline protection program 
aimed at defending the city 
from regular tidal inundations. 

The highest tides of recent 
years have sent seawater flow¬ 
ing across Waikiki Beach and 
onto roads and sidewalks lining 
its main thoroughfare, and inter¬ 
active maps of the Hawaiian Is¬ 
lands show that many parts of 
the state are expected to be hit 


by extensive flooding, coastal 
erosion and loss of infrastruc¬ 
ture in coming decades. 

That’s an alarming scenario 
for a state where beach tourism 
is the primary driver of the 
economy, leading some lawmak¬ 
ers to insist that planning for 
rising tides should start now. 

“The latest data on sea level 
rise is quite scary and it’s accel¬ 
erating faster than we ever 
thought possible,” said state 
Rep. Chris Lee, a Democrat and 
lead author of a bill calling for 
the creation and implementa¬ 
tion of the shoreline protection 
plan. The project would focus 
on urban Honolulu but act as a 
pilot program for other coastal 
communities around the state. 

While Hawaii is rarely sub¬ 
jected to direct hurricane hits, 
Lee’s bill says warmer oceans 
will increase that risk by creat¬ 


ing “more hurricanes of increas¬ 
ing intensity” — and estimates 
the impact of a major hurricane 
making landfall at $40 billion. 

“The loss of coastal property 
and infrastructure, increased 
cost for storm damage and in¬ 
surance, and loss of life are 
inevitable if nothing is done, 
which will add a significant bur¬ 
den to local taxpayers, the 
state’s economy, and way of 
life,” Lee’s bill says. 

The Hawaii measure proposes 
sinking $4 million into the pro¬ 
gram’s development over the 
next two years. The bill also 
seeks more research into a car¬ 
bon tax that might raise funds 
and lower the state’s depen¬ 
dence on fossil fuels. 

Lee said urban areas such as 
Waikiki are often “built in such a 
way that it forms a protective bar¬ 
rier against the kind of storm 
events that are inevitable.” 

But in more rural areas, he 
said, new construction could be 
restricted close to shore “to pre¬ 
serve dune systems and build in 


a lot of natural solutions that are 
much more cost effective and 
provide a much more resilient re¬ 
sult than simply building out con¬ 
crete infrastructure or anything 
of the sort.” 

In a state dominated by De¬ 
mocrats that is regularly at the 
vanguard of U.S. efforts to ad¬ 
dress climate issues, Lee said 
the legislation proved popular. 
A version of the bill has passed 
both chambers of Hawaii’s Leg¬ 
islature. House and Senate lead¬ 
ers will convene in the coming 
weeks to discuss final changes 
before sending the bill to Gov. 
David Ige, a Democrat. His of¬ 
fice has declined to comment 
on whether he will sign it. 

The bill is moving forward 
two years after a state-man¬ 
dated sea level rise adaptation 
report was made public to act 
as a guideline for future legisla¬ 
tive action and planning. 

Research included in the re¬ 
port suggests Hawaii will see a 
3-foot rise in ocean levels by the 
end of this century. It predicts 


that more than 6,000 of the 
state’s buildings and 20,000 peo¬ 
ple across all of Hawaii’s islands 
will experience chronic flood¬ 
ing. Dozens of miles of road¬ 
ways, utility infrastructure and 
beaches will be washed away, 
the report said. The state’s ports 
and low-laying airports are also 
highly vulnerable. 

The report was updated in 
September to include newly 
published research warning 
that previous estimates of inun¬ 
dation areas in Hawaii were un¬ 
derestimated by 35 percent to 
54 percent. 

University of Hawaii resear¬ 
cher Tiffany Anderson, who led 
the study, said traditional sea 
level forecasts use what is 
known as the “bathtub model” to 
measure where water will rise 
and flood land. But she was sur¬ 
prised by the dramatic increase 
revealed when she factored in 
more variables such as beach ero¬ 
sion and wave energy fluctua¬ 
tions, which are not used in tradi¬ 
tional flooding predictions.

New study shows 
humorous cracks 
at work can hurt 
women, help men

O ver Jayna Fey’s 15 years in 
the workforce, she’s been 
called too assertive, too 
comfortable, too 

“frowny,” too familiar. Ac¬ 
curate or not, she used to make 
self-deprecating jokes about 
these traits. 

Not anymore. The 30-year- 
old consultant says she’s done 
making cracks about who she 
is: a pixie-cut-rocking, nose¬ 
ring-wearing leader with a 
brash sense of humor. 

But that doesn’t mean Fey — 
who’s also managed restaurants 
and dabbled in stand-up com¬ 
edy — is done being funny at 
work. There are too many bene¬ 
fits. “I don’t want to have any 
job or be in any environment 
long term,” she said, “where we 
can’t make each other laugh.” 

A recent study in the Journal 
of Applied Psychology that 
showed being funny at work can 
hurt women and help men 
sparked a conversation about 
how women professionals fare 
when dropping jokes in the of¬ 
fice. Jonathan Evans, the study 
author and a doctoral student in 
management at the University of 
Arizona, said that while the re¬ 
sults suggest women can’t bene¬ 
fit from using humor in the same 
way their male colleagues do, 
the goal wasn’t to tell women to 
tone it down. Instead, he said, 
people should use the report to 
recognize the prejudice. 


“When we evaluate others, 
let’s be aware there tends to be 
this negative bias,” he said, 
“and let’s pay more attention to 
that so we can reduce it.” 

Researchers had two actors, a 
man and a woman, deliver pre¬ 
sentations as if they were man¬ 
agers of a retail store. Both pre¬ 
sented two reports, one funny 
and one not. The researchers 
avoided humor that could be 
risky for women — no sardonic 
jabs, no making fun. They opted 
for conversational wit that was 
more light and self-critical. 

More than 300 participants 
watched the presentations, rat¬ 
ing whether they found the 
boss “functional” or “disrup¬ 
tive.” When the male actor was 
funny, he was rated as more 
functional. When the female 
actor was funny, she was rated 
as more disruptive. 

But plenty of funny women 
haven’t seen their careers play 
out that way. Mina Llona, aka 
radio host Mina SayWhat on 
Sirius XM’s The Heat and 
Boom 103.9, is sure that humor 
helped her as a Latina working 
in urban radio. 

“There’s a stigma that comes 


with being a woman in a male- 
dominated field. Sometimes, 
they think we’re too serious or 
we’re too focused,” she said. 
“There’s these stereotypes that 
come with being that kind of 
woman. I think that being comi¬ 
cal or being witty kind of 
breaks down some of those 
stereotypes.” 

Brittnie Knight, a program as¬ 
sociate at the Knight Founda¬ 
tion who’s hosted a podcast 
called “Black Girls Laughing,” 
knows how to adapt her humor 
to the audience at work. Knight, 
a biracial black queer woman 
who lives in West Philadelphia, 
can’t remember ever being told 
that a joke of hers was inappro¬ 
priate. And she cracks jokes all 


the time. Her sarcasm, she said, 
“is always on.” 

Her last boss, she explained, 
was a white man who was also 
sarcastic. She thinks when she ap¬ 
plied for her current job, he liked 
that they shared that quality. 

“But normally, I don’t think 
people respond to my sarcasm 
as well as he did,” she said. 

If she wasn’t a black 
woman, she doesn’t think that 
would happen. 

Like many professionals, she 
uses humor to broach tough con¬ 
versations — like using sarcasm 
to call out everything from ca¬ 
sual racism to institutional bi¬ 
ases. That approach gets the con¬ 
versation rolling, she said, but 
“hasn’t worked with seeing ac¬ 
tion followed up with that.” 

A 2000 study in the Journal 
of Managerial Psychology 
noted that women and people 
of color across genders in the 
workplace were historically dis¬ 
couraged in professional devel¬ 
opment guides from using 
humor altogether. But in diverse 
settings, people might be using 
jokes as a means to cope. Evans 
said that while they didn’t evalu¬ 
ate how race would shift reac¬ 
tions, that merits further study. 

Researchers say humor im¬ 
proves work relationships, but 
funny comments can be am¬ 
biguous and humor styles vary. 


especially in cross-cultural con¬ 
versations. Also, how people 
hear humor is influenced by 
stereotypes. 

Cecily Cooper, an associate 
professor of management at the 
University of Miami who’s re¬ 
searched humor in workplaces, 
said those differences can even 
cause anxiety during conversa¬ 
tions that should be fun. 

“We still have these pervasive 
gender differences in terms of 
how women are evaluated com¬ 
pared to men,” she said, “and in 
initial reactions women never 
fare as well, and that’s been 
shown over and over again in a 
lot of different contexts.” 

Since the experiment cap¬ 
tured only first impressions, 
the study’s authors acknowl¬ 
edge that other factors could 
offset a poor reception to jokes. 
For example, the researchers 
wrote in the Harvard Business 
Review, a funny woman boss 
with “a reputation for arriving 
early, staying late” could avoid 
the costs that other women pay 
for trying to get laughs. 

The problem, they wrote, is 
this shows women must 
“meet a higher performance 
standard before benefiting 
from the use of humor.” 

“God forbid I’m smart and I’m 
pretty,” Llona quipped, “and I 
have a sense of humor.”

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New owners’ mistake: working for free

I t’s a situation many new 
business owners find them¬ 
selves in — they’re so anx¬ 
ious to find customers and 
clients that they work for 
little or no money. Or take on 
projects they don’t like. 

Tliese owners hope to get re¬ 
ferrals, build a portfolio or get 
photos and testimonials for their 
websites. Instead, they wind up 
with a lot of grief and regrets. 

Elise Gelwicks recalls feeling 
desperate for clients when she 
started InternView last year, 
helping companies create in¬ 
ternship programs, and hoped 
working without pay would 
allow her to make connections 
and lead to paying clients. 

“People who were interested 
wouldn’t pay me, and I said, ‘OK, 
I’ll do it for free.’ I needed the ex¬ 
perience,” says Gelwicks, who is 
based in Chicago. But not only 
was there no pay, she wasn’t 
doing the work she wanted — in¬ 
stead, she found herself helping 
companies recruit interns. 

Low opinion 

Many owners find that clients 
who get cut-rate or free work 
aren’t grateful, or devalue their 
services or finished product. 

“Underpricing is probably the 
biggest mistake most companies 
make,” says Laura Willett, a busi¬ 
ness consultant and lecturer at 
Bentley University in Massachu¬ 
setts. “The perception is your 
product doesn’t have any value.” 
But owners find prospective 


customers take them more seri¬ 
ously when they set a price in line 
with what other firms charge. 

Gelwicks spent six frustrat¬ 
ing months trying to turn no- 
or low-fee work into a growing 
business and finally decided it 
was time to start charging what 
she knew she was worth. 

“It was terrifying. I went 
through a period where I didn’t 
have clients,” she says. But she 
did find companies that needed 
the services she wanted to pro¬ 
vide, and InternView is now 
growing. 


Some advice for new owners 
on how to avoid the misery of 
bad clients and low or no pay: 

■ Underpricing yourself can 
create an abusive relationship. 
When V. Michael Santoro and his 
business partner started a digital 
marketing firm, they first pro¬ 
vided their services to other 
businesses in exchange for testi¬ 
monials to attract other clients. 
“What we discovered is many 
were just taking advantage of us. 

. . . chronic complainers who 
were always trying to get more 
services for no money.” 

■ Owners too eager to get new 
clients can make bad choices. 
Donny Minchillo, co-owner of 
website developer Pineapple 
Development, says it’s important 
for a client to be a good fit for his 
business, and vice versa. “Setting 
proper expectations and being 
transparent from the start has 


Liz Mally found misery in 
doing work purely for the sake 
of building a portfolio. 

“I was taking on pretty much 
any client I could get, regard¬ 
less of budget or style, in hopes 
of gaining experience and get¬ 
ting my name out there,” says 
Mally, owner of LPF, a floral de¬ 
sign company in Detroit. That 
included corporate clients who 
wanted brightly dyed flowers 
in flashy arrangements, not the 
elegant, understated creations 
that are Mally’s specialty. 

“I absolutely dreaded every 


helped us continually bring on 
clients that are better matches 
for us as time has gone on,” says 
Minchillo, whose company is 
based in St. Petersburg, Florida. 

■ Don’t be afraid to say no. 

“It’s important to know your 
boundaries, and to be firm with 
your limits, or the client will walk 
all over you and you will end up in 
situations you don’t want to be 
in,” says Rachel Reisner, owner of 
Cats and Hamsters, a pet sitting 
service in Montreal. 

■ Do market research to find out 
who your customers are — and go 
after them, says Laura Willett, a 
business consultant in Massachu¬ 
setts. Don’t underprice, and don’t 
sign deals out of anxiety. “What 
you’re communicating is, my 
product isn’t worth as much as 
everyone else’s,” Willett says. “Your 
desperation is going to be commu¬ 
nicated to your client.” 


second of the design process. I 
also didn’t want to share any 
photos of my work because it 
didn’t fit my aesthetic, which is 
the primary way I market my 
business,” Mally says. 

She learned to ask a lot of ques¬ 
tions up front when contacted 
by a prospect. “That helps me un¬ 
derstand ahead of time if they’d 
be a good fit,” she says. 

Learning from mistakes 

Some owners get lessons in 
good business practices from the 
anxiety-driven mistakes they 
make early on. Kenny Klein, co¬ 
owner of Brooklyn public rela¬ 
tions firm JAKK Media, says 
clients kept asking him for more 
work but didn’t pay anything 
extra. Part of the problem was 
their written agreement — it 
didn’t provide for rate increases 
if more work was requested. 

“Since I was afraid of losing 
their business, I complied,” says 
Klein. “This resulted in a tough 
relationship where their expecta¬ 
tions continued to increase, and 
I was very poorly compensated 
for my time.” 

After being caught in this bind 
several times, Klein started re¬ 
quiring clients to sign specific 
agreements about how much 
work would be done, and how 
he’d be paid if more was needed. 

When V. Michael Santoro 
started Vaetas, a digital market¬ 
ing firm in Tampa Bay, Florida, 
he used several methods includ¬ 
ing trading his services for an¬ 
other owner’s to bring in clients. 
But he found many saw little 


value in what he had to offer, 
even though his work made their 
companies more visible on the 
internet. He realized he needed 
to say no to some prospects. 

“We needed to communicate 
what our value was and back 
away if it wasn’t accepted. 
That’s the biggest lesson: Know 
your own value,” he says. 

The excitement of signing 
her first clients made it hard 
for Krysta Monet to see red 
flags, including one client’s hag¬ 
gling before signing the con¬ 
tract and micromanaging her 
work. Check payments were 
late and a week to clear. 

“I was being taken advantage 
of and feeling extremely used, 
and I had nothing in the con¬ 
tact I had written up to protect 
myself from what was happen¬ 
ing,” says Monet, owner of 
Nine & North, a public rela¬ 
tions firm in Orlando, Florida. 

Setting the tone, limits 

Monet’s mother, also a small 
business owner, told her to reset 
the tone of the relationship. “You 
need to control the situation 
now before it gets out of con¬ 
trol,” her mother told her. 

So Monet called the client and 
set a limit on how much supervi¬ 
sion she was willing to take, and 
said she would not work without 
being paid. At the end of the con¬ 
tract, the client left. 

“I’ve learned a lot, and I’m 
very happy I got him at the begin¬ 
ning of my company, not later,” 
Monet says. “He changed my 
business model significantly.” 


Want that first customer? Don’t undercharge 
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Enticing seasonal customers back

S easonal businesses 
only have a small win¬ 
dow to generate their 
revenue, so the more 
customers they can en¬ 
tice back the better. 

Of course, kicking up market¬ 
ing efforts and incentives to 
lure them should begin well in 
advance. 

■ Plan ahead. “Given the limited 
sales cycle for a seasonal busi¬ 
ness, it’s critical that business 
owners engage in a dialogue 
with their customers even be¬ 
fore the season begins, to stay 
top of mind,” says Beth Gold¬ 
stein, founder of Edge Institute, 
which trains and advises small 
businesses. 

Optimally they should be 
communicating with cus¬ 
tomers even in the offseason. 


perhaps even with an email 
newsletter that could provide 
tips, she says. 

“If they know who their cus¬ 
tomers are and what they care 
about, they can still continue a 
dialogue so their value doesn’t 
fade,” says Goldstein, author of 
“Lucky By Design: Navigating 
Your Path To Success” (Dog 
Ear Publishing; $18.95). 

■ Incentives. To bring them 
back you might offer a dis¬ 
count, early-bird promotion or 
some other incentive, she says.

Stand Up Paddle does. Typi¬ 
cally until Memorial Day week¬ 
end it offers an early-bird incen¬ 
tive where customers can buy a 
membership for paddle board¬ 
ing and/or kayaking for $300 
for the entire season rather 
than $150 per month. The sea¬ 
son usually runs from May 
through October, says Katie 
Buttine, who owns the business 
with her husband. Rich. 

She says it “gives us a little 
bit of money in the bank before 
we’re in full swing” and helps 
to bring return customers, 
which represent more than half 
of their customer base. 

■ Try to personalize these type 
of offers to your customers 
even recognizing the change of 
season, says Jack Mandel, an 
East Norwich marketing consul¬ 
tant and a retail and marketing 
professor at Nassau Commu¬ 
nity College in Garden City. 

Something like, “Hey [cus¬ 
tomer’s name] winter is over 
and we want you to spring into 


savings,” and then offer some 
kind of incentive or coupon, he 
says. Or send an invite to a sea¬ 
son reopening with light re¬ 
freshments partnering with a 
local bakery or vendor. 

■ Build a database. It’s impor¬ 
tant during the season to collect 
customer email addresses so you 
can reach them directly, he says. 
“Most businesses don’t build up 
their customer database, and this 
is a serious mistake.” 

■ Social media. You can also 
use social media to build mo¬ 
mentum into the season. 

Amusement parks do this 
with sneak peeks of new rides 
under construction, says Mar¬ 
tin Lewison, an assistant profes¬ 
sor of business management 
and marketing at Farmingdale 
State College. And a restaurant 
can tease its audience with pho¬ 
tos of a renovation. “It keeps 
people engaged,” he says. 

■ Promotions. It makes sense 
to start promotions on reopen¬ 
ing four to six weeks in ad¬ 


vance of your high season, 
Lewison says. Maybe offer a 
freebie to come opening night. 

The Whales Tale in North- 
port, open from around Febru¬ 
ary through November, has 
been offering a sneak peek of 
renovations on its social 
media pages to create excite¬ 
ment, says owner Sosh Andri- 
ano. In the offseason the size 
of the bar was tripled, an 
extra restroom was added and 
the menu was expanded. 

“We’re going into our lOth 
year, and we felt it was time for 
a face-lift,” he says. 

They typically try to do some¬ 
thing new each year, and open¬ 
ing the craft brewery Harbor 
Head Brewing Co. a few feet 
from the restaurant also has 
helped bring in more business. 

■ Attorn line: “You need to get 
customers to engage with you 
very quickly,” says Goldstein. 
“It’s really imperative [business¬ 
es] know how to make connec¬ 
tions with customers.”

To 
sell your house fast and for top dol¬ 
lar, make sure your house is worth 
the asking price.”

To some vets, stock 
rally looks like ’98’s 



A New York Stock Exchange trader is all smiles April 12. This year's 
market is reminding some investors of the rebound in late 1998. 


The furious rally that has 
brought the S&P 500 to the 
brink of another record on the 
heels of last year’s scary tumble, 
is reminding some market veter¬ 
ans of the rebound of late 1998. 
Then, like now, decisions by the 
Federal Reserve on interest 
rates helped send stocks soar¬ 
ing. Then, like now, high-flying 
technology stocks were leading 
the way. And, in both instances, 
investors wondered how much 
longer the economy could avoid 
a recession after many years of 
growth. 

Few, if any, analysts on Wall 
Street are predicting a repeat of 
1999 and 2000. The S&P 500 
surged nearly 60 percent from 
its 1998 bottom and inflated into 
the dot-com bubble, only to fall 
apart during the dot-com bust. 
T^e collapse helped usher in 
the 2001 recession. 

But the similarities are plen¬ 
tiful enough that some in¬ 
vestors are pushing the idea 
that stocks can keep rising 
even with recession fears still 
hanging over the market. 

Steve Chiavarone, equity 
strategist at Federated In¬ 
vestors, says the S&P 500 may 
end the year at 3,100. That 
would be a nearly 32 percent 
leap from Christmas Eve, 
when recession fears were at 
their height. 

“It is unfathomable to some¬ 
one at this stage, as it was in 
1998, that you could have mean¬ 
ingful upside in the market 
given where we are,” Chi¬ 
avarone said. “I think you have 
to be respectful that tops are im¬ 
possible to call and that things 
can get ahead of themselves.” 

In the summer of 1998, the 
S&P 500 was at a record high, 
and the U.S. economy was 
more than seven years into its 
expansion, one of the longest 
on record. But turmoil in devel¬ 
oping economies around the 
world, highlighted by the 
Asian financial crisis and then 
Russia’s default on its debt, 
helped send the S&P 500 down 
nearly 20 percent. 

The Fed calmed worries by 
slashing interest rates three 
times in three months in late 
1998. The S&P 500 recovered 
within a few months. 

The action then is reminis¬ 


cent of the market’s movements 
over the past seven months. Last 
winter, after setting its all-time 
high on Sept. 20, 2018, the S&P 
500 plunged 19.8 percent on wor¬ 
ries that a recession was on the 
way. But the Fed again helped 
put a floor under the stock mar¬ 
ket, this time by saying it may 
not raise rates at all in 2019 after 
seven increases the previous 
two years. 

The S&P 500 has shot up 
23.6 percent since hitting a bot¬ 
tom on Christmas Eve, echoing 
the 24.1 percent climb for the 
index in the same number of 
trading days after it hit a bot¬ 
tom in August 1998. 

High-growth stocks are also 
leading the way, once again. In 
the late ’90s, investors flocked 
to technology stocks. Now, 
companies like Facebook, Mi¬ 
crosoft and Netflix are alluring 
because they’re producing 
strong growth even when 
global economic growth is 
slowing and low interest rates 
make conservative invest¬ 
ments more unattractive. 

Technology stocks in the 
S&P 500 have surged 33.9 per¬ 
cent since the Christmas Eve 
bottom, most among the 11 sec¬ 


tors that make up the index. 

The market has prodded a 
parade of tech companies to 
sell their stock to regular in¬ 
vestors for the first time. Lyft 
had its initial public offering 
last month, and Uber and 
other big names should fol¬ 
low shortly. 

“The froth is really starting 
to pick up now,” said Doug 
Ramsey, chief investment offi¬ 
cer at Leuthold Group. “I 
would never argue that this is 
like the euphoria you saw in 
the late ’90s — we’re nothing 
close to that — but you’re still 
positioned just as precariously 
in chasing these large-cap 
growth stocks.” 

Besides the less-exuberant na¬ 
ture of this rally, another big dif¬ 
ference is that stocks are not as 
expensive as they were in 1999, 
relative to their profits. 

In early 1999, the S&P 500 was 
trading at more than 40 times its 
average earnings over the prior 
10 years, adjusted for inflation. 
Now, it’s trading at a price that’s 
closer to 31 times. That’s still 
higher than its historical aver¬ 
age of 20 times over the last half 
century, but not as eye-water- 
ingly expensive.

Justices to hear 
arguments over 
citizenship query

WASHINGTON — Justice 
Elena Kagan’s father was 3 
years old when the census 
taker came to the family’s apart¬ 
ment on Ocean Parkway in 
Brooklyn on April 10,1930. 

Robert Kagan was initially 
wrongly listed as an “alien,” 
though he was a native-born 
New Yorker. The entry about 
his citizenship status appears 
to have been crossed out on 
the census form. 

Vast changes in America and 
technology have dramatically 


altered the way the census is 
conducted. But the accuracy of 
the once-a-decade population 
count is at the heart of the 
Supreme Court case over the 
Trump administration’s effort 
to add a citizenship question to 
the 2020 census. 

The justices are hearing ar¬ 
guments in the case on Tues¬ 
day, with a decision due by 
late June that will allow for 
printing forms in time for the 
count in April 2020. 

The fight over the census 
question is the latest over immi¬ 
gration-related issues between 
Democratic-led states and advo¬ 
cates for immigrants, on one 
side, and the administration, on 
the other. The Supreme Court 
last year upheld President Don¬ 
ald Trump’s ban on visitors to 
the United States from several 


mostly Muslim countries. The 
court also has temporarily 
blocked administration plans to 
make it harder for people to 
claim asylum and is consider¬ 
ing an administration appeal 
that would allow Trump to end 
protections for immigrants 
who were brought to this coun¬ 
try as children. 

The citizenship question has 
not been asked on the census 
form sent to every American 
household since 1950, and the 
administration’s desire to add it 
is now rife with political impli¬ 
cations and partisan division. 

Federal judges in California, 
Maryland and New York have 
blocked the administration 
from going forward with a citi¬ 
zenship question after credit¬ 
ing the analysis of Census Bu¬ 
reau experts who found that a 


question would damage the 
overall accuracy of the census 
and cause millions of Hispanics 
and immigrants to go un¬ 
counted. That in turn would 
cost several states seats in the 
U.S. House and billions of dol¬ 
lars in federal dollars that are 
determined by census results. 

The three judges have re¬ 
jected the administration’s argu¬ 
ments that asking about citizen¬ 
ship won’t harm accuracy and 
that the information is needed 
to help enforce provisions of 
the federal Voting Rights Act. 

The Census Bureau’s consis¬ 
tent view since the 1960 census 
has been that asking everyone 
about citizenship “would pro¬ 
duce a less accurate population 
count,” five former agency direc¬ 
tors who served in Democratic 
and Republic administrations 


wrote in a Supreme Court brief 
No population count is per¬ 
fect, and census designers 
strive to create a questionnaire 
that is clear and easy to answer. 

In older censuses, a govern¬ 
ment worker would visit 
households and record infor¬ 
mation. In modern times, peo¬ 
ple fill in their own forms on 
paper or electronically. 

But the potential for errant 
answers is ever-present, said 
Debbie Soren, the treasurer of 
the Illinois chapter of the Jew¬ 
ish Genealogical Society. 

It seems likely that the cen¬ 
sus taker himself was responsi¬ 
ble for the confusion in 
Robert Kagan’s citizenship sta¬ 
tus. Dozens of families who 
lived near the Kagans have 
similar crossed-out entries in 
the citizenship column. 


Town reflects on 
black man’s ’98 
dragging death

JASPER, Texas — A technol¬ 
ogy company was almost ready 
to bring up to 300 new jobs to 
Jasper, Texas, but in the final 
stages of recent negotiations, a 
potential deal-breaker emerged: 
the community’s history as the 
place where three white men 
dragged a black man behind a 
pickup, killing him. 

The 1998 death of James 
Byrd Jr. was one of the most 
gruesome hate crimes in U.S. 
history, and it gave the com¬ 
pany president pause in the dis¬ 
cussions about where to locate 
his firm’s newest facility. Local 
clergy and community leaders 
made their case that the town 
of 7,600 people is not defined 
by a murder that happened al¬ 
most 21 years ago. 

They were able to convince 
the executive “that we are a lot 
different than what the world 
sees us as,” said Eddie Hopkins, 
head of the Jasper Economic 
Development Corporation. 

The town’s past will be revis¬ 
ited this coming week, when 
the convicted ringleader in 
Byrd’s slaying is scheduled to 


be executed. Local leaders in¬ 
sist Jasper is a welcoming place 
that punished Byrd’s killers and 
will never forget what hap¬ 
pened to him. But other towns¬ 
people, as well as members of 
Byrd’s family, believe Jasper 
has never fully accepted the 
crime’s place in its history. 
They say some tensions be¬ 
tween the white and black com¬ 
munities remain unresolved. 

“I think, quite frankly, people 
in Jasper are tired of talking 
about it. They want to forget 
it,” said Mylinda Washington, 
66, one of Byrd’s sisters. “It hap¬ 
pened here, and we need to al¬ 
ways have that in front of us.” 

In the early morning hours of 
June 7, 1998, three white men 
beat Byrd after offering him a 
ride. They then chained the 
49-year-old to the back of a 
truck and dragged his body for 
nearly 3 miles along a secluded 
road in the piney woods out¬ 
side Jasper. Byrd was alive for 
at least two miles before his 
body was ripped to pieces. Pros¬ 
ecutors said he was targeted be¬ 
cause he was black. 

John William King, 44, an 
avowed racist who orches¬

trated the attack, is slated to be 
put to death Wednesday. He 
will be the second man exe¬ 
cuted in the case. Lawrence 
Russell Brewer was executed in 
2011. The third participant, 
Shawn Allen Berry, was sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison. 

Back in 1998, the city was “in¬ 
credibly progressive” as it was 
led by an African American 
mayor and had other African 
Americans in local leadership 
positions, said Gassy Burleson, 
a researcher at Baylor Univer¬ 
sity who has been studying 
Jasper since the dragging. 

The current interim mayor, 
Gary Gatlin, recalled how com¬ 
munity leaders of all races 


came together and helped the 
town heal. “It certainly doesn’t 
go away, and we certainly re¬ 
member what happened,” Gat¬ 
lin said. 

But racial tension resurfaced 
after Jasper’s first black police 
chief was fired in 2012, and two 
of the three black city council 
members who hired the chief 
were ousted in a recall election. 
The recall effort was marred by 
racial slurs. 

City council member Rashad 
Lewis, who is black, was 12 
when Byrd was killed. He said 
the dragging death unearthed 
racial hostility in his home¬ 
town. He remembers class¬ 
mates wearing Confederate 


belt buckles and shirts right 
after Byrd was killed. 

When he moved back to 
Jasper several years ago, Lewis 
said he ran for office because of 
a lack of minority representa¬ 
tion. He is the only African 
American on the five-member 
council, which runs a commu¬ 
nity that is more than half 
African American. 

Lewis, 33, is now running 
against Gatlin, hoping to be¬ 
come the second African Amer¬ 
ican mayor in Jasper history. 
The election is May 4. 

“As long as we keep a blind¬ 
fold to the incident, we will 
never be able to move for¬ 
ward,” he said.

Marchers anger burns in France 


PARIS — French yellow vest 
protesters set fires Saturday 
along a march through Paris to 
drive home their message to a 
government they believe is ig¬ 
noring the poor: that rebuild¬ 
ing the fire-ravaged Notre 
Dame Cathedral isn’t the only 
problem France needs to solve. 

Like the high-visibility vests 
the protesters wear, the scat¬ 
tered small fires in Paris ap¬ 
peared to be a collective plea to 
President Emmanuel Macron’s 
government to “look at me — I 
need help too!” 

Police fired water cannon 
and sprayed tear gas to try to 
control radical elements ram¬ 
paging on the margins of the 


largely peaceful march, one of 
several actions around Paris 
and other French cities. 

Paris police said authorities 
detained more than 200 peo¬ 
ple by early afternoon and car¬ 
ried out spot checks on more 
than 20,000 trying to enter 
the capital for the protest. 

Many protesters were 
deeply saddened by the fire at 
a national monument. But at 
the same time they are angry 
at the $1 billion in donations 
for Notre Dame renovations 
that poured in from French ty¬ 
coons while their own eco¬ 
nomic demands remain 
largely unmet and they strug¬ 
gle to make ends meet. — AP

Pontiff marks 
Easter lamenting 
Sri Lanka killings

VATICAN CITY — Pope 
Francis denounced the “cruel 
violence” of the Easter Sunday 
slaughter of Christians and for¬ 
eigners in Sri Lanka as he cele¬ 
brated the most joyful moment 
on the Christian liturgical calen¬ 
dar by lamenting the bloodshed 
and political violence afflicting 
many parts of the world. 

Francis skipped his homily 
during Easter Mass but deliv¬ 
ered his traditional “Urbi et 
Orbi [To the city and the 
world]” speech highlighting 
conflicts in the Mideast, Africa 
and the Americas and demand¬ 
ing that political leaders put 
aside their differences and 
work for peace. 

“May the one who gives us his 
peace end the roar of arms, both 
in areas of conflict and in our 
cities, and inspire the leaders of 
nations to work for an end to the 
arms race and the troubling 
spread of weaponry, especially 
in the economically more ad¬ 
vanced countries,” Francis said 
from the loggia of St. Peter’s 
Basilica overlooking the flower¬ 
decked square below. 


In a special appeal at the end, 
Francis lamented the “grave at¬ 
tacks” on Sri Lankan hotels and 
churches, which occurred just as 
the Christian faithful were cele¬ 
brating Easter Mass that marks 
the resurrection of Christ follow¬ 
ing his crucifixion. 

“I want to express my loving 
closeness to the Christian com¬ 
munity, targeted while they 
were gathered in prayer, and all 
the victims of such cruel vio¬ 
lence,” Francis told a crowd of 
around 70,000 people in St. 
Peter’s Square. “I entrust to the 
Lord all those who were tragi¬ 
cally killed and pray for the in¬ 
jured and all those who are suf¬ 
fering as a result of this dra¬ 
matic event.” 

Sri Lankan police said 290 peo¬ 


ple were killed and hundreds 
wounded following near-simulta¬ 
neous blasts at three churches, 
three hotels frequented by for¬ 
eigners and other sites. 

In his roundup of global con¬ 
flicts, Francis warned the world 
was increasingly becoming re¬ 
signed to the ongoing battle in 
Syria. He called for a “renewed 
commitment for a political solu¬ 
tion” that would respond to Syri¬ 
ans’ need for freedom, peace and 
justice and allow for millions of 
refugees to return home. 

He lamented how children in 
Yemen are “exhausted by hunger 
and war,” while in North Africa, 
Libyans are enduring a fresh 
round of fighting between rival 
forces battling for control of 
Tripoli, the capital. 


Comedian appears headed for victory 


KIEV, Ukraine — A come¬ 
dian whose only political expe¬ 
rience consists of playing a 
president on TV appeared 
headed for a landslide victory 
in Ukraine’s real-life presiden¬ 
tial election Sunday. 

Exit poll results released 
after voting stations closed 
showed sitcom star Volodymyr 
Zelenskiy receiving an extraor¬ 
dinary 73.2 percent — or nearly 
three out of every four votes 
cast — to President Petro Poro- 
shenko’s 25.3 percent. 

If borne out by election re¬ 
turns, the overwhelming vic¬ 
tory by Zelenskiy would stand 
as a crushing rebuke to Poro- 
shenko’s five years in office and

a verdict on the country’s deep- 
seated corruption, sickly econ¬ 
omy and five-year war against 
Russian-backed separatists in 
the country’s east that has killed 


over 13,000 people. 

Even before the release of 
any official returns in the two- 
man runoff, Poroshenko ac¬ 
cepted defeat, saying, “I am 
leaving office, but I want to 
firmly underline that I am not 
leaving politics.” 

Zelenskiy, for his part, vowed 
after the release of the exit 
polls: “I promise I will never let 
you down.” And he suggested 
that his apparent victory could 
be a model for other former So¬ 
viet states that want to move 
forward from ossified politics. 

“To all the countries of the 
former Soviet Union — look at 
us, everything is possible,” he 
said. — AP

Dr. David Hambui^, 93, strove to end war

One day in 1975, David Ham¬ 
burg, a psychiatrist at Stanford 
University and an expert in the 
study of stress, arrived at his of¬ 
fice to find a stressful situation 
of his own: His door was pa¬ 
pered over with urgent mes¬ 
sages from Stanford officials, 
the State Department, newspa¬ 
pers and terrified families. 

Three graduate students 
from his department and a 
Dutch colleague, all working at 
a university-backed research 
station in Tanzania, had been 
kidnapped by militants from 
the neighboring country then 
known as Zaire. The captors de¬ 
manded half a million dollars 
and a shipment of arms in ex¬ 
change for their release. 

Hamburg left immediately for

TOKYO — Cartoonist Mon¬ 
key Punch, best known as the 
creator of the Japanese megabit 
comic series Lupin III, has died 
at age of 81. 

His office, MP Pictures, said 
Wednesday that Monkey 
Punch, whose real name was 
Kazuhiko Kato, died of pneumo¬ 
nia on April 11. 

The story of master thief 
Lupin’s adventures with his 
gang — gunman Daisuke Jigen, 
sword master Goemon 
Ishikawa and sexy beauty Fu- 
jiko Mine, as well as a detec¬ 
tive, Zenigata — started in 1967. 

The cartoon also was 
adapted for TV animation and 
movies, some directed by 
renowned animators including 
Hayao Miyazaki and Isao Taka- 
hata. 

Kato himself directed the 
1996 animated film “Lupin III: 
Dead or Alive.” Miyazaki, who 
directed a 1971 Lupin animation 
for TV, made his feature-length 
film debut with “Lupin III: The 
Castle of Cagliostro” in 1997. 

The hard-boiled yet comical 


Africa but found information 
and help scarce. Only after 10 
weeks of negotiations did the 
rebels free all the students. (The 
participants agreed not to reveal 
the terms of the deal, but news 
accounts reported that a $40,000 
ransom was paid.) 

Hamburg told an oral histo¬ 
rian later that his experience was 
transformational, exposing him 
to “the worst problems of the 
world — hatred and violence 
and severe poverty and disease.” 
The ordeal inspired a radical ca¬ 
reer pivot: from psychiatry and 
academic medicine to philan¬ 
thropy and public service. 

Hamburg, whose service as 
head of the Carnegie Corp. of 
New York and other presti¬ 
gious organizations was hon¬ 
ored by the country’s highest 
civilian honor, the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom, died April 
21 at a hospital in Washington, 
D.C., at 93. The cause was is¬ 
chemic colitis, obstructed 
blood flow to the large intes¬ 
tine, said his daughter, Mar¬ 
garet A. Hamburg. 

By the mid-1970s, Hamburg 


left Stanford and headed the In¬ 
stitute of Medicine — as the 
health policy arm of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences 
was then known — where he 
launched initiatives on health 
and behavior and the preven¬ 
tion of disease in developing 
and underserved communities. 

From 1982 to 1997, he led the 
Carnegie Corp., a multibillion- 
dollar charitable foundation. 
There, he promoted peer coun¬ 
seling and after-school programs 
in U.S. middle schools and 
backed projects to improve K-12 
education. He also marshaled 
foundation resources for efforts 
to prevent war and genocide 
through academic study and sup¬ 
port of intellectuals, diplomats 
and officials working behind the 
scenes to end conflicts. 

Hamburg viewed his policy 
work as a direct, if unexpected, 
outgrowth of his experience as 
a physician. In 2009, he told an 
audience at a Carnegie event 
that he sought to apply princi¬ 
ples of public health to founda¬ 
tion efforts to promote peace. 

“Ounce of prevention, ton 


of cure,” he said. 

As early as 1985, Hamburg 
urged academics to devote 
greater study to the underlying 
causes of terrorism and violence, 
writing in a Carnegie Corp. an¬ 
nual report that scholars treated 
it as “almost a non-subject.” 

In 1994, Hamburg helped es¬ 
tablish the Carnegie Commis¬ 
sion on Preventing Deadly Con¬ 
flict. The commission, which 
he co-chaired with former sec¬ 
retary of state Cyrus Vance, fo¬ 
cused in particular on conflicts 
in Africa and the unfolding eth¬ 
nic violence in the Balkans. 

The commission recom¬ 
mended seeking out early warn¬ 
ing signs of violence and promot¬ 
ing economic justice, human 
rights and cooperation among 
international, national and locd 
institutions to stabilize hot spots. 

Then-U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon once said that the 
commission’s 1997 report served 
as “one of our major reference 
points” for U.N. peace efforts. 

“David was a psychiatrist 
who rose beyond that field to 
bring concepts of patient care 


and patient dignity to the gen¬ 
eral community,” said Herbert 
Pardes, a professor of psychia¬ 
try at Columbia and Cornell 
medical schools and former 
president of the NewYork-Pres- 
byterian hospital system. “This 
was prophylaxis for peace.” 

Hamburg held appointments 
at the National Institute of Men¬ 
tal Health, Harvard University 
and the Weill Cornell Medici 
College, as well as at Stanford. He 
often collaborated with his wife, 
psychiatrist Beatrix Hamburg. 

“He was very much a large- 
scale thinker,” said former Rep. 
Rush Holt Jr. (D-N.J.), a physicist 
and chief executive of the Ameri¬ 
can Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Science, where Ham¬ 
burg served as president in 1984. 
“Everybody knew David Ham¬ 
burg, and he knew everybody — 
and they all wanted his advice.” 

Hamburg was born in 
Evansville, Indiana. His grandfa¬ 
ther was a peddler who had 
fled anti-Semitic pogroms in 
Latvia in 1900, and Hamburg 
said his family history inspired 
his work fighting genocide.

Story with a bit of sexy con¬ 
tent has quickly won adult 
comic fans and became a long¬ 
time bestseller. Kato’s in¬ 
tended readership was adults, 
and he reportedly has told 
younger fans to watch Lupin 
TV animation and read comic 
books when they become high 
school students. 

The main character in his 
trademark red jacket is a 
grandson of famous Arsene 
Lupin in a Maurice Leblanc de¬ 
tective story. 

The son of a fisherman in 
Hokkaido, in northern Japan, 
Kato debuted as a profes¬ 
sional cartoonist in 1965 while 
working part time at a rental 
bookstore, and started using 
his pen name Monkey Punch 
soon after the Lupin series 
started in the Weekly Manga 
Action magazine. 

Despite his age, he quickly 
adapted to digital animation 
and studied animation on multi- 
media formats at a technical 
graduate school in Tokyo in the 
2000s. Kato also taught anima¬ 
tion at a university in Nishi- 
nomiya in western Japan.

Risner has fan in Solder 


Kansas State OL 
has a connection 
with Giants tackle

Dalton Risner is a product of 
Wiggins, Colorado, a town he 
said has no stop lights and one 
gas station. 

That may seem like a long 
way from the NFL, and when 
he was growing up there, it 
sure felt like it. But during that 
time, Risner was able to watch 
a player with a similar back¬ 
ground perform at the highest 
levels of professional football. 
In fact, that player hailed from 
a town a few hours away that 
made Wiggins look like a 
bustling metropolis. 

“Nate Solder is from Buena 
Vista, Colorado, also called 
Leadville, which is even smaller 
than where I come from,” Risner 
said of the Giants’ left tackle. 
“Leadville doesn’t even have a 
gas station!” 

It was that small-town simi¬ 
larity that first drew Risner to 
follow Solder’s career, first 
with the Patriots and last year

with the Giants. Risner said he 
tried to “mirror” Solder both 
on the field and off it. “I look 
up to him,” he said. 

As Risner has gotten closer 
and closer to his dream of play¬ 
ing in the NFL — the offensive 
lineman from Kansas State is 


expected to be selected during 
the first two rounds of this 
draft — he’s also gotten closer 
and closer to Solder. The two 
men have spoken often since 
they first connected about a 
year ago, when Risner was first 
looking for an agent and Solder 


offered some guidance. Since 
then. Solder has become as 
much a mentor as a mirror. 

“My heart goes out to him be¬ 
cause I know what he’s going 
through and I know this is a 
stressful transition,” Solder said 
of his conversations with Risner 
as the draft has drawn closer. 
“He’s got a lot of high hopes. I’m 
sure, and a lot of things on the 
table. I just try to be able to an¬ 
swer questions he has for me if 
we can talk through things. I try 
to give him tidbits of advice.” 

The most important. Solder 
said, is to not focus on what is 
being floated. 

“You get so caught up in this 
time, what people say about you, 
what this media person says, 
what this mock draft says,” Sol¬ 
der said, “but the only thing that 
matters is once you get to a team 
and how you perform and how 
you play . . . It’s where he goes 
from this point forward.” 

That could be to the Giants. 
They’re likely to be looking to up¬ 
grade at right tackle, Risner’s po¬ 
sition during his entire college 
career. And their 37th overall 
pick could be just about where 
many scouts have Risner pro¬ 
jected to land. It could be the sec¬ 
ond year in a row that the Giants 
pick an offensive lineman at the 


top of the second; last year it was 
UTEP guard Will Hernandez, 
who played every snap of the 
2018 season for the Giants. 

Risner and Hernandez share 
an edginess and intensity that 
the Giants seem drawn to. 

“A quote I kind of lived by in 
college was there’s no greater 
feeling in football than t^ng a 
man from Point A to Point B, not 
only against his will, but to drive 
him to the dirt,” Risner said. 
“[I’m] someone that’s finishing 
guys, someone that looks like 
he’s out there playing pissed off.” 

Solder said he can’t offer any 
kind of breakdown of Risner as a 
player. That kind of thing is up to 
scouts and front-office execu¬ 
tives. He can vouch for the type 
of person Risner is, though. 

“He’s a great guy,” Solder 
said. “What you find across the 
league is there are good people 
on every team. Really intelli¬ 
gent, well-spoken, hard-work¬ 
ing good teammates. I put him 
in that category . . . That’s the 
kind of guy we want and that’s 
the kind of guy a lot of NFL 
teams want.” 

And if they wind up playing to¬ 
gether in New York, there will be 
enough traffic lights and gas sta¬ 
tions around to keep both of 
them counting for years to come.

Josh Allen can get to the quar¬ 
terback. The outside linebacker 
proved that as a senior at Ken¬ 
tucky, making him a coveted 
prospect who might not fall past 
the No. 3 pick in Thursday’s NFL 
Draft. 

The Jets own the third pick 
and have a glaring need for an 
edge rusher. Allen had 17 sacks in 
his senior year and 31 V 2 sacks in 
42 career college games. He also 
can play in coverage, making 
him the kind of versatile player 
who would fill a need and fit 
well in new defensive coordina¬ 
tor Gregg Williams’ system. 

“He provides that edge pres¬ 
ence that they’re looking for, a 
guy that can go after the passer,” 
said Brad White, Kentucky’s out¬ 
side linebackers coach and defen¬ 
sive coordinator. “I think he pro¬ 
vides them a guy that will be 
strong in the run game, a guy

that will be able to hunt, and he 
also provides them a chess piece. 

“Gregg Williams is a guy 
that likes to attack from a lot of 
different angles. He provides 
you the ability to do multiple 
things and I know Coach 
Williams likes to do that. I 
think he becomes a really valu¬ 


able chess piece in that regard.” 

Allen, Ohio State defensive 
end Nick Bosa, Alabama line¬ 
man Quinnen Williams and 
Houston defensive tackle Ed 
Oliver could be in play for the 
Jets if they don’t trade the pick. 

Getting an edge rusher is a 
must for the Jets. In the last three 
years, no Jets defender has 
recorded more than seven sacks 
in a season. 

White worked only one sea¬ 
son with Allen, but he was thor¬ 
oughly impressed with the New 
Jersey product’s work ethic, prac¬ 
tice habits and “undying commit¬ 
ment to being great.” 

He said becoming a father in 
January made Allen more fo¬ 
cused and driven to succeed. 
White expects that to transfer to 
the NFL, and he would know. 

White coached Robert Mathis 
as a member of the Indianapolis 
Colts’ staff for six years, includ¬ 
ing 2013, when Mathis led the 
NFL with 1972 sacks and 10

forced fumbles. White believes 
the 6-5, 260-pound Allen, who 
forced five fumbles as a senior 
and II overall, has all the tools to 
be an impact player in the NFL. 

“He’s got the characteristics of 
the guys that last and the guys 
that stick,” White said. “He’s got 
some of the athletic traits of 
those guys that are really special. 
He’s really rugged in how he’s 
built and he’s a tough kid. He’ll 
play through pain. He’s going to 
have everything that an NFL 
coach is going to want from a 
mentality and toughness and ath¬ 
letic skill set standpoint.” 

The Jets will utilize a 3-4 
scheme, in which White said 
Allen best fits. He’ll be able to 
“go straight ahead and get after 
the passer” on the next level. 

“His ability to get off the ball 
and attack the edge of a tackle is 
as good as there is in this draft,” 
White said. “ . . . His money¬ 
maker is he’s going to be able to 
get after the quarterback . . . 


He’s got a great awareness of the 
football and the ability to get it 
off the quarterback.” 

White said a reason Allen’s 
sack total jumped by 10 as a se¬ 
nior was because the coaches 
“broadened his awareness of the 
pass rush.” They stressed the im¬ 
portance of studying the tenden¬ 
cies of tackles and quarterbacks 
and working on counter moves. 

But White also credited 
Allen’s practice habits for his 
transformation. White sees 
some of Justin Houston in Allen, 
but he didn’t want to compare 
him to Khalil Mack just yet. 

“Khalil’s a different beast 
when it comes to his speed to 
power,” White said. “He’s sort of 
the gold standard right now. But 
I think Josh can get there. I think 
he’s got the traits and the mental 
makeup to be a really good 
player in this league and to last a 
while. Whoever drafts him is 
going to be really happy with 
what they get.”

After Game 4, Brown said he 
anticipated Atkinson’s changes 
but said the effect on his team 
was “marginal.”

MARKS SUSPENDED, FINED 
AFTER CONFRONTING REFS

Fans who viewed Game 4 of 
the Nets-76ers first-round playoff 
series witnessed a third-quarter 
melee between the teams that 
was triggered by the second hard 
foul from 76ers center Joel Em¬ 
biid against Nets center Jarrett 
Allen in the series. But another 
confrontation, one that was out 
of sight, was revealed Sunday: be¬ 
tween Nets general manager 
Sean Marks and Ed Malloy’s offi¬ 
ciating crew after the game. The 
NBA announced a one-game sus¬ 
pension without pay for Marks 
and a $25,000 fine for entering 
the off-limits referees’ locker 
room after Game 4. 

The announcement came 
from NBA League Operations 
president Byron Spruell, who 
said Marks will serve his suspen¬ 
sion on Tuesday when the Nets 
face the 76ers in Game 5 at Wells 
Fargo Center. The 76ers lead the 
series 3-1.

The Nets issued no state¬ 
ments about the suspension, but 
Marks obviously was upset that 
Embiid decked second-year cen¬ 
ter Allen for the second time in 
the series. Embiid hit Allen with 
a left elbow to the mouth in 
Game 2 and went up to block a 
layup attempt by Allen in Game 
4 with a right arm that came 
crashing down across Allen’s 
arms after hitting the ball. 

In both instances, Embiid was 
given a flagrant 1 technical foul 
because neither was deemed ex¬ 
cessively violent after review by 
the officiating crew. The second 
one drew a response from Jared 



Dudley, who challenged Embiid 
and chest-bumped him. Embiid 
backed off, but 76ers teammate 
Jimmy Butler came from behind 
and pushed Dudley in the back, 
shoving him into the baseline 
seats as players from both teams 


came together in a scrum. 

Dudley and Butler were 
ejected. The league fined Dud¬ 
ley $25,000 and Butler $15,000, 
but neither was suspended. 

“If you think a team I play on 
is going to have that, you’ve got 


another think coming,” Dudley 
said. “On this team, you stand up 
when you have to stand up.” 

After the game. Nets coach 
Kenny Atkinson took issue with 
the officiating crew regarding a 
non-call at the end of the game. 
Trailing by two, the Nets fed the 
ball to Allen, who had rolled to 
the basket after setting a screen. 
He was impeded by Tobias Har¬ 
ris, who wrapped his right arm 
around Allen’s waist as he rolled. 
Then there was contact by Ben 
Simmons and Harris after Allen 
received the pass. Simmons wres¬ 
tled the ball away, the play be¬ 
came a turnover when no foul 
was called and Harris hit two 
free throws to clinch it. 

Atkinson usually avoids criti¬ 
cism of officials, but he said 
§ wrapping a player when he is 
rolling to the rim was a point of 
S emphasis this season. “There 
i was a clear wrap by Tobias Har- 
^ ris on the roll,” Atkinson said. 
S “I’m just disappointed. How that 
all of a sudden doesn’t become a 
foul on a wrap, I just don’t under¬ 
stand. I’ve looked at the clip 10 
times. It’s a clear wrap.” 

The NBA’s official “Last Two- 
Minute Report” confirmed 
Atkinson’s opinion that the offi¬ 
cials were incorrect and should 
have charged Harris with a foul 
on the play.

Gordon Hayward and Mar¬ 
cus Morris took care of some 
housecleaning Sunday. 

They dusted off their three- 
point shooting touch in time to 
help the visiting Boston Celtics 
complete a clean sweep. 

Hayward scored 20 points, 
Morris added 18 and the duo hit 
a combined five three-pointers 
in the final 5 V 2 minutes to give 
Boston a 110-106 victory over 
the Indiana Pacers and its sec¬ 
ond 4-0 series victory in 32 
years. 

“I knew there was going to be 
a spark off the bench . . . and 
that person was Gordon Hay¬ 
ward,” Kyrie Irving said. “This 
is his city. I’m glad he had a 
chance to put on a performance 
like that in a closeout game.” 

Just how rare is a sweep for a 
franchise with a league-record 
17 titles? 

Since 1986-87, the Celtics had 
done it just once — in the first 
round of 2011 against the 
Knicks. So when coach Brad 
Stevens was asked Saturday 
about how he’d react if his play¬ 
ers earned some time off, he 
said he wasn’t sure.

Off on Easter Sunday and pa¬ 
tiently waiting for their next 
playoff opponent to be deter¬ 
mined, the Islanders are taking 
a businesslike attitude to the 
Stanley Cup playoffs and focus¬ 
ing on the task at hand one day 
at a time. 

But the events of the first 
round — Presidents’ Trophy win¬ 
ner Tampa Bay getting swept by 
wild-card Columbus, Western 
Conference top seed Calgary los¬ 
ing to wild-card Colorado in five 
games, Winnipeg being elimi¬ 
nated by St. Louis — have 
opened a door for all remaining 
teams to chase the Stanley Cup. 
And Mathew Barzal is willing to 
admit that yes, he’s dreaming of 
winning the whole thing now. 

“Oh, absolutely. Absolutely,” 
Barzal told Newsday on Satur¬ 
day. “We’re human in here. We 
know what we’re chasing ... 
You want to be able to see that 
end goal. Day-to-day focus is 
on our team, and the next se¬ 
ries, and just getting ourselves 
ready. But you still want to see 
the end of the tunnel, and it’s 
cool to know that we’re chasing 
the Stanley Cup.” 

With top contenders Tampa 
Bay, Calgary and Winnipeg al¬ 
ready out and two others — Bos¬ 
ton and Toronto — playing each 
other in the first round, Barzal 
said “it’s anyone’s Cup” now. 
And that anyone includes the Is¬ 
landers. 

According to vegasinsider. 
com, the Islanders are the fourth 
choice among remaining teams 
to win the Cup. Defending Stan¬ 
ley Cup champion Washington 
is the leader at 5-1, with St. Louis 
and Vegas (a Stanley Cup finalist 
as an expansion team last sea¬ 
son) next at 6-1, followed by the 
Islanders at 13-2 and Colorado, 
Columbus and Toronto at 7-1. 
There are other sites that have 
the Islanders as the top choice to 
win. 

“If you hit it right and your 
team’s feeling it at the right 
time and your goaltender’s hot. 


anybody can beat anybody,” 
said Islanders coach Barry 
Trotz, who won the Cup a year 
ago as the Capitals’ coach. 
“When you get to the second 
round, honestly, the eight teams 
that are here believe they’re 
going to win the Stanley Cup. 
Every one of them. And we’re 
one of them. And you have to 
have that belief until you get 
knocked out. And once you get 
to the next round, you’re down 
to four, and you really believe 
that you’re going to win it.” 

Trotz said that because of the 
salary cap and other factors. 


the NHL has more parity than 
people realize. He recalled that 
during his tenure with the Capi¬ 
tals, his team was the Presi¬ 
dents’ Trophy winner and was 
matched up against the bottom 
seed in the Eastern Conference, 
Toronto. The Capitals really 
weren’t that much better than 
the Maple Leafs, he said. 

“All we did was win one 
game a month more than the 
Toronto Maple Leafs,” he said. 
“That was it. And you can do it 
on the front end. You can do it 
on the back end — whatever. 
But everybody says there’s this 


giant gap. There isn’t as big of a 
gap [in a best-of-seven playoff 
series] as a sample size over 82 
[regular-season games].” 

Barzal said he always be¬ 
lieved in his team, but things 
got much more realistic once 
the Islanders swept Pittsburgh, 
the back-to-back champions in 
2016 and 2017. 

“I’d say — I mean, I knew 
late in the season that we were 
in a good spot, but it was just, 
really worried about getting in 
the playoffs, and that was really 
the mindset throughout the reg¬ 
ular season,” he said. “And you 
know, geez, after Game 2 or 3 
against Pittsburgh, I think there 
was a real belief in here that 
there’s not a team in the league 
we can’t beat. 

“So yeah, for me, it was after 
Game 3 in Pittsburgh: I was 
like, ‘Wow, this is for real. We 
can definitely make a run here.’ 
Not that I wasn’t confident be¬ 
fore, but it became super-real 


that we’re right in it now, eh?” 

The Washington-Carolina 
winner will be the Islanders’ 
second-round opponent, and 
Trotz hopes the first-round se¬ 
ries goes the maximum seven 
games. 

“You know what? You do,” he 
said. “I mean, you know — 
every game takes a little piece 
of you. I remember playing the 
Islanders [in the playoffs in 
2015]. We went seven games 
and went toe-to-toe with the 
Islanders and were able to win, 
and we started [three] days 
later, and we actually played, I 
believe it was the Rangers — 
we were exhausted.” 

In a series in which every 
game was decided by one goal, 
the Capitals took a three- 
games-to-one lead. 

“As they started getting their 
game together,” Trotz said, “we 
started falling apart a little bit.” 

And the Rangers won in 
seven.

Isles on Barclays: Rocks like ‘bam’

The Islanders don’t expect to 
lose any home-ice advantage 
when the postseason party 
moves to Brooklyn for the sec¬ 
ond round of the playoffs. 

It’ll just be a railgating crowd 
at Barclays Center instead of the 
tailgating done at NYCB Live’s 
Nassau Coliseum. 

“Instead of being in the park¬ 
ing lot, they’ll be on the train,” Is¬ 
landers coach Barry Trotz said. 

There’s no denying the special 
aura the Coliseum had during 
the Islanders’ two home games 
in their first-round sweep of the 
Penguins, or in past playoff 


games at the venerable barn. 

But it also would be revision¬ 
ist history not to acknowledge 
that the postseason crowds at 
Barclays Center, where the team 
will play all subsequent home 
playoff games, also were electric 
in 2016. 

Barclays Center hosted two se¬ 
ries that year. The Islanders beat 
the Panthers in six games when 
former captain John Tavares 
scored the winner in double 
overtime, giving them their first 
playoff series win since 1993. 
The Lightning then eliminated 
the Isles in five games. 

“It was electric,” center Casey 
Cizikas said. “It’s kind of hard to 
envision after being in the Coli¬ 


seum, but those series in Brook¬ 
lyn were just as intense and the 
fans were on their ‘A’ game. It 
gets loud. It gets exciting. It’s a 
fun venue.” 

Barclays Center’s capacity for 
hockey is nearly 2,000 more than 
the Coliseum’s 13,917 and there 
are 10 times as many revenue¬ 
generating suites. But atten¬ 
dance lagged during the regular 
season compared to the Coli¬ 
seum. 

“You’re talking regular-season 
games and fans who live in 
Suffolk County on a Tuesday or 
Thursday,” left wing Matt Martin 
said. “Coming to the game is 
tough. I wouldn’t do it. But dur¬ 
ing the playoffs, our fans are 


going to be there and they’ll 
blow the roof off the place like 
they always do... So in terms of 
venue, it really doesn’t matter. 
Our fans will bring the noise. We 
know that.” 

Cizikas said he was told the 
noise was deafening when 
Tavares scored his double-over¬ 
time winner. 

“That’s funny. Actually, I don’t 
remember hearing anything,” 
Cizikas said. “It was loud, that’s 
what everyone was telling me. 
When I think back to it, I think 
about just the emotion, the ex¬ 
citement, skating to that pile.” 

The Isles went 12-6-2 at Bar¬ 
clays Center and 12-7-2 at the Col¬ 
iseum during the regular season. 


“The only difference is a little 
bit of a convenience,” Trotz said. 

He also said the team’s infra¬ 
structure at Barclays Center — 
offices, weight rooms, medical 
facilities, etc. — are better. 

The Islanders were off on Sun¬ 
day after two hard days of prac¬ 
tice as they await the winner of 
the Capitals-Hurricanes first- 
round series. The Capitals took a 
3-2 series lead Saturday. Game 6 
is Monday in Carolina. 

The Islanders will start the sec¬ 
ond round on the road if they 
face the defending Stanley Cup 
champion Capitals but will host 
Games I and 2 and have home- 
ice advantage if the Hurricanes 
rally to eliminate the Capitals.

T he Islanders’ previous 
captain was one of the 
best players in the 
world, the star around 
whom an otherwise 
low-wattage franchise revolved. 

Now the two most famous 
Islanders are their general man¬ 
ager, Lou Lamoriello, their coach, 
Barry Trotz, and their captain... 
well, he is not John Tavares. 

But Anders Lee has been a 
neat fit for a team of equals, a 
steady presence off-ice whose 
on-ice style is akin to that of a 
low-post center. (Mathew Barzal 
is the flashy point guard, if we’re 
doing basketball analogies.) 

“He’s just been himself,” 
Matt Martin said. “He’s always 
had that leadership quality. He 
goes about his business, obvi¬ 
ously a guy that’s well-liked in 
the room. He’s got some jokes 
and things like that, but when 
he’s on the ice, he’s all business 
... he sets a great example on 
and off the ice. He’s been a 
great leader, and hopefully he 


will be for a long time.” 

About that: Lee, who turns 29 
in July and is earning $5 million 
this season, is an unrestricted 
free agent-to-be. So there was 
some risk in awarding him the 
“C,” because if he does not re¬ 
sign, the Islanders will lose cap¬ 
tains in back-to-back years. 

But Trotz heard and saw what 
he needed last summer. He said 
he spoke to every player and 
asked a number of questions, in¬ 


cluding this: “If there was one 
person you would trust, who 
would that be, and who would 
you go to? . . . Anders’ name 
came up a number of times. I just 
watched during training camp: 
Who takes care of himself? Who 
does things the right way? Who 
cares about the group? 

“Being the captain is caring 
about everyone else first, and An¬ 
ders has that in his DNA, which 
is really good.” 


Trotz’s previous captain was 
Alex Ovechkin, and the two won 
a Stanley Cup with the Capitals 
last June. Now the Caps are the 
Islanders’ potential opponent in 
the second playoff round; they 
lead the Hurricanes 3-2 entering 
Game 6 on Monday night. 

Ovechkin led the Capitals 
with 51 goals this regular sea¬ 
son and is a Hall of Fame 
lock. Lee led the Islanders 
with 28, down from 40 last 
season, thanks in part to his 
buy-in to Trotz’s defense-first 
mantra. He would settle for 
lifting the Cup and securing a 
place in Islanders lore. 

Lee, who is from Edina, Minne¬ 
sota, was drafted I5Ist overall in 
2009 by the Islanders, for whom 
he made his debut on April 2, 
2013. (Only two Americans have 
captained a Cup winner, Derian 
Hatcher and Dustin Brown, who 
did it twice.) 

“He’s done an unbelievable 
job,” Casey Cizikas said of 
Lee’s captaincy. “When the 
coaching staff announced it, it 
just made sense. Everything he 
does for the community, every¬ 
thing he does for Long Island, 
what he does for the guys in 
this room, is incredible. And it 


goes a long way. He’s our cap¬ 
tain for a reason.” 

A question to Lee about his 
role produced a paragraph-long 
quote out of Lamoriello lOI 
about no one man standing 
above the rest. “We’re all equal,” 
he said. “We’re all working to¬ 
gether and there’s nothing that 
sets anyone apart.” 

Beyond that, Lee said he has 
tried not to change anything 
about himself. “A big part of is 
being true to yourself and 
being who you are,” he said. 
“There’s no need to change any¬ 
thing, because you got there 
being the person you are.” 

One thing that comes with 
being captain is greater media re¬ 
sponsibilities as the players’ pub¬ 
lic face. Lee said he has not 
minded that. 

“For sure, a little more lights,” 
he said. “But our rough patches 
this year haven’t been too diffi¬ 
cult, and the adversity we’ve 
faced, we handled really well as 
a team. If you have to answer a 
couple of extra tough questions 
here and there, it’s all good.” 

The Islanders are 4-0 in the 
playoffs, so it’s all good. But the 
questions figure to get tougher 
from here.

His poor outing 
highlights Mets’ 
pitching paucity

ST. LOUIS — Forty-four 
pitches and five outs into Noah 
Syndergaard’s afternoon Sunday, 
pitching coach Dave Eiland 
made the slow walk to the 
mound for a chat. Not the first 
sign that something was going 
wrong — again — but maybe the 
most conscientious one. 

Eiland’s encouragement 
helped Syndergaard escape the 
inning but merely delayed his lat¬ 
est meltdown in the Mets’ 6-4 
loss to the Cardinals. He allowed 
six runs (four earned) in five in¬ 
nings, raising his ERA through 
five starts to 5.90. 

Syndergaard’s poor outing 
meant four homers from the 
Mets weren’t enough to salvage 
a series win. Their best start in 
this series came from Jason Var¬ 
gas, who allowed one run in four 
innings Friday. 

The Mets (11-10) finished their 
10-game, 11-day road trip against 
three teams expected to contend 
for playoff spots at 4-6. They 
split the first series and dropped 
the other two. And going home 
doesn’t mean a break, either. 
They will begin a three-game se¬ 
ries against the Phillies on Mon¬ 
day night. 

“It would’ve been a great win 
today, but I let the team down,” 
Syndergaard said. “I’ll keep it 
short and simple. To be quite 
honest, the entire beginning of 
the season, my performances 
have been unacceptable. I have 
to be better. I will be better. 
There’s no excuses for it.” 

“He knows he needs to get bet¬ 
ter,” manager Mickey Callaway 
said. “We need to get better as a 
pitching staff.

But the Cardinals scored early

The Mets’ rotation has a 5.64 
ERA through 21 games, a bot¬ 
tom-five mark in the major 
leagues.

Furious with the call — 
and the late notice of it, 
after Cano left the game 
and Juan Lagares entered 
— manager Mickey Call¬ 
away was ejected for the 
second time on this road 
trip (and season). 

Callaway also was angry 
Saturday when Pete Alonso 
was hit by a pitch and it 
was ruled a swing. 

“It’s not an interpretation 
of the rule,” Emmel told a 
pool reporter. “It’s a black- 
and-white rule. You swing 
and get hit with the pitch, 
it’s a dead-ball strike.” 

Said Callaway, “They said, 
‘Oh, by the way, he swung.’

Alonso wanted

ST. LOUIS — The legend of 
Pete Alonso gained another 
chapter Sunday. 

In the first inning of the Mets’ 
6-4 loss to the Cardinals, hours 
after manager Mickey Callaway 
revealed that Alonso begged 
him Saturday night to put him in 
the lineup against St. Louis 
righthander Dakota Hudson, 
Alonso crushed a homer to 
straightaway center against Hud¬ 
son, his old college foe. 

Major League Baseball’s ball¬ 
tracking technology said it 
landed 444 feet from home plate 
— a conservative estimate — be¬ 
yond the berm that serves as the 
batter’s eye in centerfield at 
Busch Stadium. It came off the 
bat at II4.5 mph. 

And Alonso really wanted 
this one. 

“I guess he faced this guy in 
college,” Callaway said Sunday 
morning. “He called me last 
night and said, ‘You better put 
me in the lineup.’ ” 

Callaway was having dinner 
with his parents when Alonso 
texted and called. They eventu¬ 
ally ran into each other at the 
team’s hotel. 

“I got scared, man. Like, what 
happened?” Callaway recalled 
with a laugh. “And then I saw 
him and then he was like, ‘Hey, I 
want to play tomorrow. I hate 
this guy. I played against him in 
college.’ I don’t know what he 
was saying. Going nuts... He ob¬ 
viously didn’t like him very 
much. Something like that.” 

They were Southeastern Con¬ 
ference rivals — Alonso at Flor¬ 
ida and Hudson at Mississippi 
State — as well as 2016 draft 
picks, with Alonso going in the 
second round and Hudson in the 
first. Alonso was O-for-4 against 
Hudson in college and l-for-3 in 
a Cape Cod League game. 

Afterward, Alonso said he 
mostly wanted to make sure 
Callaway wasn’t planning to sit 
him after he got hit on the hand 
by a pitch Saturday. 

He clarified that there is no an¬ 
imosity between the two but 


that Hudson had thrown well 
against him in the past: “He 
shoved it every single time.” 

Alonso thought going in that 
he had a pretty good personal 
scouting report. “Do your home¬ 
work, kids,” he said. 

He leads the Mets — and all 


major-league rookies — with 
eight homers and 19 RBIs. 

Said Callaway, “He can call 
me any time he wants.”

Todd Frazier (strained left

Help is on the way. 

Maybe. 

An optimistic Aaron Boone 
said Sunday that Gary Sanchez, 
along with a few other players 
making good progress, could re¬ 
turn to the Yankees in the near 
future. 

Sanchez (calf strain) is slated 
to play in a minor-league rehab 
game with Class A Charleston 
on Monday and, if all goes well, 
could join the team in Anaheim 
on Tuesday.

Sanchez was only one in the 
litany of injury updates, some¬ 
thing of a daily ritual now that 
the Yankees have 13 players on 
the injured list.

Hicks 
battled an illness for a few days, 
Boone said, “but he’s doing re¬ 
ally well, and now it’s just build¬ 
ing him up and getting him 
ready to play. 

“I don’t think he’s too far off.” 

Andujar, who’s trying to 
avoid season-ending surgery, 
and Tulowitzki aren’t “too far 
off potentially, either,” Boone 
said. 

Giancarlo Stanton (biceps) is 
doing “really well,” according 
to Boone, but the Yankees will 
monitor his progress for the 
next couple of days before de¬ 
termining how much longer 
he’ll be out. 

Jacoby Ellsbury? He’s also in 
Tampa, but Boone said he isn’t 
close to a return. 

Until one of the outfielders 
returns, the Yankees probably 
will stick with infielder Tyler 
Wade as the fourth outfield op¬ 
tion.

Depleted Yankees 
lose 5-0 lead, tie it 
in eighth, win in 10

The Yankees these days are 
like a rickety jalopy — a strange 
combination of odd-fitting parts 
and a whole lot of duct tape, all 
coming together in an attempt to 
keep going in a season already so 
full of adversity. 

It isn’t always pretty — one 
look at Sunday’s lineup would 
have shown you that — but at 
least it’s getting this team where 
it needs to go. 

On Sunday, that meant Austin 
Romine driving in the tying run 
in the eighth and the winning 
run in the 10th in a 7-6 victory 
over the Royals. It meant Clint 
Frazier hitting his second homer 
in as many games. And it meant 
overcoming a bullpen implosion 
that allowed six runs in the 
eighth to squander a 5-0 lead, 
canceling out a second consecu¬ 
tive gem by James Paxton. 

The Ramshackle Yankees — 
with 13 players, the latest being 
Aaron Judge, on the injured list 
— have won five of six. 

Other key contributors: Mike 
Ford, who doubled for his first 
major-league hit and scored on 
the first of Romine’s three RBI 
singles; Thairo Estrada (called 
up Sunday morning), who 
bunted to set up the winning 
run, and Mike Tauchman, who 
had two hits and scored two runs 
while batting fifth, the highest 
he’s ever been slotted in his brief 
big-league career. 

“It’s not always going to be per¬ 
fect, and I think you need to em¬ 
brace that,” Aaron Boone said. 
“Get comfortable being uncom¬ 
fortable. For looking like we 
were going to cruise, a lot of 
good things [had to] happen for 
us to snatch that game back, and 
you could feel that energy in the 
room on a win like that.” 

After Tauchman and Gio Ur- 
shela walked to begin the 10th, 
Estrada made his first major- 
league plate appearance and 
bunted them over. Romine then 
belted a long single to right-cen¬ 
ter for his first career walk-off hit. 

Two innings earlier, moments 
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after the Royals had scored six 
runs to take the lead, Tauchman 
led off with a double and scored 
the tying run on Romine’s two- 
out single past the dive of third 
baseman Chris Owings. 

“It’s a big swing. We’re up 5-0 
and we go down one, but noth¬ 
ing really that caught us off 
guard,” Romine said. “We’ve got 
to do our jobs in the end, so it 
was grind, fight back, find some 
way to win this game. We were 
able to scrap.” 

The Yankees (11-10) were cruis¬ 
ing until the eighth, when Chad 
Green and Adam Ottavino 
turned a 5-0 lead into a 6-5 
deficit in the span of six batters. 
Green allowed a single, a walk 
and another single before Ot¬ 
tavino gave up a two-run double 
by Adalbert© Mondesi. Alex Gor¬ 
don followed with a tying three- 
run homer to right-center and 
Hunter Dozier homered to right- 
center on the next pitch. 

That collapse led to a no-deci- 
sion for Paxton, who despite not 
having that dominant fastball 
from his previous start nonethe¬ 
less kept hitters off balance with 
his breaking ball and cutter. He 
allowed no runs, three hits and a 
walk in six innings-plus and 
struck out 12, including eight of 
nine at one point. In his last two 
starts, he has allowed no runs 
and five hits and struck out 24 in 
14 innings, lowering his ERA 
from 6.00 to 3.10. 

DJ LeMahieu led off the first 
with a double and scored on a 
passed ball. In the second. Ford 
lined a two-out double to left- 
center and scored on Romine’s 
single. In the fifth, Frazier 
launched his sixth homer 429 
feet over the Royals’ bullpen and 
into the bleachers to make it 5-0. 

“Like we keep saying, next guy 
up,” Frazier said. “It’s just one of 
those things. Which guy is going 
to be the hero tonight, who’s it 
going to be that steps up?”

Aaron Boone’s lineup for 
the Yankees’ game against the 
Royals on Sunday looked right 
out of a road split-squad game 
in the Grapefruit League. It 
worked out, but it was the 
manager’s first lineup without 
Aaron Judge in it after the 
face of the franchise joined 
the swollen ranks of the in¬ 
jured. 

Judge hurt his left oblique 
while lining a single to right- 
field in the sixth inning of Satur¬ 
day’s 9-2 win. Before Sunday’s 
10-inning, 7-6 win, Boone said 
Judge has “a pretty significant 
strain in there.” 

The big question is: How 
long will he be sidelined? The 
big answer wasn’t forthcom¬ 
ing. Boone said more should 
be known in a couple of 
weeks. 

Last year’s original 
timetable of three weeks for 
Judge’s fractured wrist turned 
out to be seven weeks, and 
Judge said he doesn’t know 
how long it will be this time. 

“No, but there’s no need to 
put a clock on it because it’ll 
happen just like it did with 
the wrist last year,” he said. 
“So no need to go down that 
road again . . . I’m just going 
to go based on how I feel.” 

The Yankees placed Judge on

the 10-day injured list, giving 
them a staggering 13 players on 
the 10- and 60-day lists. They 
promoted infielder Thairo 
Estrada from Triple-A. 

“It’s tough,” Judge said. 
“That was one of my goals. I 
didn’t want to get back on the 
DL or anything, especially 
tough times like this. A lot of 
guys are beat up. I wanted to 
be out there in the trenches 
with the guys every single 
day.” 

In 2016, Judge suffered a 
Grade 2 right oblique strain on 
Sept. 13. He went on the then- 
DL the next day and remained 
there until the season ended al¬ 
most three weeks later. So it’s 
hard to get a timetable from 
that. 

Judge did say, “I don’t think 
it’s as bad as the one I did in 
’16.” 

He launched a rookie-record 
52 homers in 2017 and 27 more 
last season. He started all 20 
games this season before suffer¬ 
ing the strain and has a 
.288/.404/.521 slash line, five 
homers and 11 RBIs. 

“This is one of the greatest 
players in the sport,” Boone 
said. “All-around player, what 
he brings defensively, the way 
he runs the bases, obviously 
what he is offensively. So you 
miss that. That’s huge.”

How and where to recycle on LI

S ave the planet — one worn-out shoe or dried-up marker at a time. When 
spring cleaning dredges items that have plenty of life left, but you no longer 
need them (maybe those golf clubs that haven’t seen the greens in a decade?) 
it’s easy to resell items or donate them to Long Island’s thrift shops. But then 
there’s the rest: Old mattresses, stained clothing, broken electronics. This is the stuff 
that finds its way to the curb because that seems like the only option. Here are 
responsible ways to get rid of it: 


DEAD ELECTRONICS Old or nonworking 
electronics have valuable parts that can 
be recycled. Stores that sell electronics 
are required to take back e-waste 
through a drop-off or a mail-in program. 
Best Buy officials say they are the na¬ 
tion’s largest retail recycler of used 
electronics and appliances. Most recy¬ 
cling is free (exceptions include large 
appliances, TVs and monitors) and 
almost any type of electronic is ac¬ 
cepted including cellphones, CD play¬ 
ers, cords, computers, MP3 players, 
tablets and vacuums. Some trade-in 
items may even result in a gift card or 
special discount. These stores also offer 


free electronics recycling: Home Depot, 
Lowes, Target and Verizon. Many munic¬ 
ipalities host special collections for 
electronics throughout the year. 

If you want to try to get cash before 
you trash, EcoATMs located at participat¬ 
ing Walmarts in Centereach and Middle 
Island as well as the Smith Haven Mall 
in Lake Grove will inspect used small 
electronics (cellphones, tablets) and 
make you an offer. Nearly every brand 
can be recycled, but the ATM will not 
accept an^^hing reported stolen. 

BOOKS Titles with badly ripped pages 
or broken bindings might go out in

paper recycling bins — ask your 
municipality. It’s a go in the Town of 
Oyster Bay (as long as plastics and 
hardcovers are removed) but not so 
in the Town of Brookhaven, which 
says it doesn’t accept books because 
of the wide range of paper types. 

BATTERIES State law prohibits dump¬ 
ing rechargeable batteries in the trash 
and requires businesses that sell 
them to collect and recycle them at 
no cost to the consumer. P.C. Richard 
locations accept old batteries and 
cellphones through its Call2Recycle 
program, the largest and oldest con¬ 
sumer battery recycling program in 
North America. Tlie Town of Smith- 
town’s Municipal Services Facility is 
among local municipalities that 
accepts automotive and household 
batteries for recycling. 

DEAD CELLPHONES Many charities 
organize collection drives to get old 
mobile phones to recycling centers. 
To do it yourself: Rip-it Rip-It Shred- 
It at 920 Lincoln Ave., in Holbrook 
(631-567-4207) will shred and recycle 
old cellphones on site for $5 during 
regular business hours. Mobile car¬ 
rier retailers are also required to 
accept old units for recycling. 

DAMAGED CLOTHING What should 
you do with clothes that show a lot of 
wear? Some charities, such as the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, accept 
them for use as rags — locate a bin at 
svdpli.org. The Town of Huntington 
also accepts textiles at the Recycling 
Center’s Clothing Drop Off Box. All 
clothing should be clean, and bags 
should be labeled as “rags.” Unusable 
clothing might also be used for bat¬ 
ting or roofing materials. 

MATTRESSES Renewable Recycling is 
among the few outlets that accept old 
mattresses on Long Island. “It’s our 
mission to prevent mattresses from 
reaching the landfill,” says founder 
Christine Kiourtsis, because it could 


take up to 90 years for a mattress to 
decompose. Tlie company recycles 
up to 90 percent of the product at 
their Oceanside warehouse. Mat¬ 
tresses can be dropped off at their 
East Rockaway office for a $25 fee or 
picked up across Long Island for $35 
to $90. Visit renewablerecycling.com, 
to book an appointment. 

MEDICATION Don’t flush expired or 
unused prescriptions — bring what’s 
left to any Nassau or Suffolk county 
police precinct 24 hours a day. 

OLD LINENS Before tossing worn-out 
linens, think of a homeless pet in need. 
Almost Home in Patchogue accepts 
blankets, sheets and towels for drop¬ 
off during normal business hours as 
does Little Shelter Animal Rescue and 
Adoption Center in Huntington. 
“Right now we are in desperate need 
of towels and blankets,” says Little 
Shelter adoption counselor Jennifer 
Peper. The towns of Smithtown, 
Babylon and Brookhaven shelters also 
gladly accept linen donations. 

LEFTOVER CONSTRUCTION MATERI¬ 
ALS Habitat for Humanity’s ReStore 
in Ronkonkoma accepts (and resells) 
donated construction items and 
appliances, tile, doors, furniture, 
windows, insulation and sinks. Sales 
offset the cost of building homes for 
the homeless in Suffolk County 
(63I-52I-7789, suffolkrestore.com). 

WORN SNEAKERS Worn-out sneakers 
can be dropped off at Nike outlet 
stores so the rubber can be converted 
to ball court and playground surfaces. 
Nike’s Tanger Outlets locations in 
Deer Park and Riverhead will take 
them (nikereuseashoe.com). 

USED MARKERS Crayola’s ColorCycle 
program invites school districts to 
organize collections of any brand of 
dried-up plastic markers — including 
dry erase and highlighters. The com¬ 
pany will pay to ship for recycling. 
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At PSEG Long Island, we’re putting 
our Island at the forefront of renewable 
and sustainable energy with sources 
like wind and solar.

Lane, Nielsen and 
White give their all 
to Mac's manic farce

A 14-year-old near and 
dear to me says of 
all the new plays on 
Broadway, the one 
he most wants to 
see is “Gary: A Sequel to Titus 
Andronicus.” It’s the high body 
count that intrigues him, but 
wait until he finds out the 
Taylor Mac play at the Booth 
Theatre is heavy on fart jokes 
and other bathroom humor — 
pure catnip for an adolescent 
boy. As for the rest of us, the 
search for meaning (not to 
mention entertainment) in this 
high-concept farce requires 
serious contemplation. 

The A-list cast (Nathan Lane, 
Kristine Nielsen, Julie White), 
directed by George C. Wolfe, 
certainly gives everything 
they’ve got to this odd tale set 
in the immediate aftermath of 


Shakespeare’s most violent 
tragedy. In the title role. Lane 
plays a servant charged with 
cleaning up the bloody mess — 
emphasis on bloody. He 
quickly gives up on recapping 


events leading to the massacre. 
“Long story short,” he says, 
“most everybody dies.” There’s 
more to it than that, so basic 
knowledge of the source mate¬ 
rial is advisable. (Wikipedia 


will suffice.) 

Nielsen plays Janice, another 
servant who teaches Gary the 
finer points of dealing with the 
corpses, gross work that in¬ 
volves sucking out bodily 
fluids via a rudimentary sys¬ 
tem of tubes. A manic midwife 
(White) joins the fray, blood 
periodically spurting from her 
slit neck. 

This loony bunch never 
quite gets it together as they 
toss bodies (or just parts of 
them) about Santo Loquasto’s 
set, piled high with corpses 
displaying more male genitalia 
than I ever expected to see on 
a Broadway stage. 

With thick cockney accents 
(odd, since they’re supposed to 
be Romans), they fight over all 
kinds of stuff — who’s in 
charge, how to pronounce 
emperor and, oh yeah, the 
message Mac is actually trying 
to get across about how to 
improve the human condition. 
They’re all very funny, mostly 
relying on physical comedy to 
compensate for verse that often 
doesn’t make sense. Lane wears 
a fright wig and toots a horn a 
la Harpo Marx to bring on the

Creating Earth Day chic 

NCC design students make bags, wallets and pouches from castoff Eileen Fisher clothing

T he room, the designers making 
sketches and scraps of fabric 
scattered around on tables 
resemble an episode of 
“Project Runway.” 

But the scene was a recent meeting of 
the Fashion Design Club of Nassau Com¬ 
munity College in Garden City, where 
students were recycling clothes from 
designer Eileen Fisher by making them 
into bags, wallets and pouches to sell on 
Earth Day, Monday. 

The items, ranging in price from $5 
to $10, will be sold through the market¬ 
ing office in the A Cluster building on 
campus. Proceeds will go to the 
school’s Fashion Scholarship Fund. 

Fisher, a resident of Irvington in 
Westchester County who founded the 
women’s clothing brand Eileen Fisher 
Inc., is known for her simple designs 
and her emphasis on sustainability. 
Seventy percent of the cotton used in 
her clothing is grown organically. 

Fisher’s company also has a recycling 
program that allows customers to do¬ 
nate the designer’s “gently used” cloth¬ 
ing in return for a $5 gift certificate for 
each item. After being dry-cleaned, the 
pieces are resold, with the money being 
used to fund business grants for 
women’s leadership programs. 

In the spirit of Fisher’s company, the 
Fashion Design Club members were 
making their creations by re-imagining 
parts of Eileen Fisher clothing. 

“We’ve talked a lot about sustainability, 
and we made a trip to Eileen Fisher [a 
factory in Westchester],” explains Heidi 
O’Connell, associate professor of fashion 
design for the college who co-advises the 
club with another fashion professor at the 
school, Joe Pescatore. 

For the Earth Day project, the students 
used pieces from Fisher’s stores through¬ 
out the country that were damaged, 
slightly worn or new, but had been re¬ 
turned by customers, O’Connell says. 
“The [fashion] industry is starting to 
become aware of its impact on the envi¬ 
ronment and of how it can be more envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly,” she adds. 

Stephanie Buto, a fashion buying and 
merchandising instructor helping with 
the project, says that as up-and-coming 
designers, the students need to be aware

of how things such as water pollution can 
be caused by the dyeing and rinsing 
process used for some materials. 

Buto notes how there’s a lot of waste 
involved in fashion, because some 
people wear things for a while and then 
throw them away. “Polyester goes to a 
landfill and doesn’t break down,” Buto 
adds. “We’ve shown the class images of 
what a landfill looks like.” 

Jason Burgess, 20, a freshman from 
Queens Village, was designing a bag 
made from an Eileen Fisher shirt that 
he wanted to match with a “casual 
street” outfit he also had worked out on 
paper. He says that as a designer he’s 
inspired by the looks fashioned by 
rapper Kanye West. 

Burgess says he would describe his 
own designs as “different” and “out¬ 
landish,” adding that all fashion designers 
need to pay attention to the ecological 
footprint they’re creating. 

“Especially now the way the world 
is,” Burgess says. “It’s the best thing we 
could do for the Earth.” Jeans recycled to a shoulder bag will be for sale Monday, Earth Day, on the NCC campus.

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Sustainable jeans 
the perfect fit for Earth Day

F ashion students today 
are following the 
pattern of such high- 
profile designers as Nicole 
Miller by weaving sustain¬ 
ability into their creations. 

Miller, who has a home 
in Sag Harbor and whose 
fashions have been worn by 
celebrities including Beyon- 
ce Knowles-Carter, Susan 
Sarandon, Angelina Jolie, 
Brooke Shields, Eva Longo¬ 
ria and Sheryl Crow, has for 
years been conscious about 
the negative imprint the 
traditional fashion industry 
can leave on the environ¬ 
ment. And for Earth Day 
this year. Miller has created 
an exclusive pair of denim 
jeans with Eco Made tech¬ 
nology, in which the fabric 
is derived from recycled 
water bottles and plant- 
based materials. 

“Eve always been passion¬ 
ate about sustainability,” 
Miller said in an interview 
this month. She adds that 
about 10 years ago her 
company introduced a line 
of men’s carbon neutral 
ties. “Flash forward to my 
recent fall-winter 2019 
runway collections ... 
centered around being 
sustainable. 1 wanted to 
reuse existing garments to 
create something com¬ 
pletely fresh. 1 upcycled 
some vintage men’s cash- 
mere sweaters that I found, 
and the design team and 1 
slashed them, tie-dyed them 
and embellished them.” 

Miller notes she has 
been working with vintage 
denim as well in her 
spring and fall pieces — 
cutting up the material to 
make pockets and using 
the old waistbands as trim. 

“In Europe, 1 found a lot 
of recycled fabrics,” Miller 
says. “Europeans are much 
more aggressive with their 
recycling.” She says there 
are a lot of companies in the 
forefront of the sustainabil¬ 
ity effort. “1 think a lot of it 
is just creating awareness, 
which is why 1 am doing

everything 1 can to help 
spread the message. We 
created a pair of denim that 
is made of fabrics from 
recycled water bottles, an 
‘Anti-Plastic’ tee, and I even 
played around with a plastic 
deli bag and made a top that 
is completely inspired by it.” 

Ten percent of the sales 
of the tee, which has “Anti- 
Plastic” written across it, 
and Miller’s eco-friendly 
denim go to the Rocky 
Mountain Institute. She 
describes the institute as 
“a global think-and-do tank 
in Colorado that’s commit¬ 
ted to scaling innovative 
clean energy solutions.” 
She adds, “They do great 



work and we’ve been 
longtime supporters of 
them and their mission.” 

Miller says her sustain¬ 
ability efforts are also 
reflected in her Manhattan 
showroom. “We are really 
focused on living and 
breathing this anti-plastic- 
sustainability message 
here in the showroom, 
too,” Miller says. “We got 
rid of plastic cups and 
encourage the use of refill¬ 
ing your own water bottles 
and recycling.” 

Miller says she believes 
sustainable fashion is the 
future of the industry. 

“The dyeing process is 
tough on the environment 
as it pollutes the water 
with toxic waste from 
factories which gets leaked 
into our rivers and 
oceans,” Miller says. 
“There is so much water 
used and wasted during 
this process as well.” She 
adds, “I think everyone, 
including designers, 
should be conscious of 
their carbon footprint.” 

Miller’s High-Rise 
Skinny denim ($99), cre¬ 
ated to commemorate 
Earth Day, and her Anti- 
Plastic tee ($75) are avail¬ 
able on NicoleMiller.com.

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Robin Tunney gets 
The Fix' on a new role

R obin Tunney faced an 
age-old problem in 
Hollywood after her 
seven-year run on 
“The Mentalist” ended. 
All the roles she was offered 
had her playing another police 
officer. 

“Everyone wants you to do 
the same thing again. They are 
like ‘Can you be a cop?’ I kept 
telling them I didn’t want to 
carry a gun again and I didn’t 
want to have to handcuff peo¬ 
ple. Let me tell you. Handcuff¬ 
ing people is a pain in the 
B-U-T-T,” Tunney says. 

She stuck to her proverbial 
guns and landed the role of 
Maya Travis in the ABC drama 
“The Fix” (Mondays at 10 p.m.). 
Tunney trades a badge for the 
courtroom, playing the Los 
Angeles district attorney who 
suffered a public defeat years 
earlier when she prosecuted an 
A-list movie star for double 
murder. The loss had such an 
impact that Travis left practice 
law for a quieter life in the coun¬ 
try. That life is disrupted when 
the same celebrity becomes the 
main suspect in another murder. 

If the scenario sounds famil¬ 
iar, one of the executive pro¬ 
ducers and writers of the show 
is Marcia Clark. After Clark 
lost the O.J. Simpson murder 
case, she made a career switch 
from lawyer to writer. 

Playing Travis gave Tunney 
a chance to get away from the 
world of cops and provided a 
good acting opportunity. 

“This is a character who is in 
her 40s and yet still very vital,” 
Tunney says. “That’s very hard 
to find. That’s a testament to the 
fact the show is being written by 
women. She does have a love 
interest and not just a [exple¬ 
tive] who is married to her job. 

“The first time I met with the 
producers I told them that there 
are so many strong female char¬ 
acters on television who are 
tough as nails, they get business 
done. I said, ‘How about if she is 
as emotional as well behind 
closed doors?’ They never really 
show that side of a woman. It is 
as if you want a woman to be 
strong, they have to show her as 
detached.” 

It was easy for Tunney to take 
on the role of an attorney be¬ 
cause she sees a lot of similari¬ 


ties between acting and practic¬ 
ing law. In the case of “The Fix,” 
Tunney had a direct pipeline 
into the legal world through 
Clark. She was able to pick her 
brain about superstitions and 
how she dealt with being ner¬ 
vous. Tunney took the tidbits 
and created a history for her 
character that was different 
from Clark’s to make sure she 
wasn’t just doing an imperson¬ 
ation. 

Tunney’s philosophy is 
nobody knows the story better 
than the writer, but nobody 
knows the character better 
than the actor. All the insight 
Tunney has for acting comes 
from her years of working on 
TV and in films. Her big break 
came in 1995 with “Empire 
Records.” Other credits in¬ 
clude “The Craft,” “My All 
American,” “See Girl Run,” 
“Passenger Side,” “Hollywood- 


land,” “Prison Break,” “Love,” 
“Insatiable,” “House M.D.,” 
“The Twilight Zone” and 
“Robot Chicken.” 

“The Fix” is an unusual acting 
job for Tunney as the season 
will run for 10 episodes. If there 
are future seasons, each one 
would take on a new case. 

“In ‘The Mentalist,’ in 44 
minutes I found that killer. 
Well, Simon found that killer,” 
Tunney says with a smile. 
“This has a much different 
rhythm because there is a lot 
more time for nuance and 
character development. It 
really does humanize the char¬ 
acters and show how what is 
going on affects all of the 
people in their lives. 

“It was able to take its time 
so the scenes were not always 
about the crime or the plot. 
They would be about feelings, 
and as an actor that is fun.”
